Winchester High, 
the former being a rugged lineman 
and the latter a hard-hitting fullback. 
Robert also played football at high 
school. 

For most of the past five years 
these four brothers ran the market 
which continued at its original loca- 
tion on Swanton street. At one time 
the concern had -even horses in it< 
delivery service, but latterly two 
trucks had replaced the horse-drawn 
wagons. Winchester, Woburn and 
Stoneham were covered hy the busi- 
ness, which had some 300 customers 
on its hooks when it closed it< doors 
this week. 

Lynch's Market has always catered 
to high class trade, handling fancy 
meats and groceries. Much of its lous- 
iness was done by order. 

First of the four brothers to enter 
the service were Richard and Robert 
who joined the Navy and are now on 
convoy duty. John then went into the 
Army, leaving Ernest in the store. 
With the latter going in the draft on 
Tuesday and the help problem being 
wdiat it is today, it was decided to

Relatives and friends of "Pert" Cal- 
lanan. who as Staff Sgft. Harold Wil- 
bert Callanan was killed in action 
June 9 while serving as gunner on an 
Army Lumber somewhere in the Mid- 
dle Eastern area, gathered in his hon- 
or last Sunday afternoon at a memo- 
rial service held in Ripley Chapel of 
the First Congregational Church.

In making public a report of Su- 

1 perintendent of Schools James J. 
Quinn, Mr. Bird said that the per ca- 
pita purchases of Winchester's young- 

I sters rates very high in the general 
average throughout the country and 
exceeds the majority records in most 

I communities. 

Superintendent Quinn's report dis- 

I closed that nearly 60 per cent of all 
the Winchester school students were 
purchasing stamps and bonds as the 
school year ended. 

Statistics show that since January, 
up to the close of the school year the 
high school pupils had made sufficient 
bond and stamp purchases to pay for 
three jeeps, with some cash left over; 
the Junior High, two jeeps, plus; 
Highland School, since May 3, wallde 
talkies and t'.vo pup tents; Lincoln 
School, since May 2, parachutes; Mys- 
tic School, since Sept. three jeeps, 1 
motorcycle, plus; Xoonan School. 

i since May 4. four Garand rifles, plus; 



I Washington School, since May, four 
sub-machine guns, plus; and the Wy- 
man School, since September, one 
jeep and two life rafts. 

The Superintendent has paid off the 
two notes of $500 each which were 
Mtrned to provide cash so that stamps 
, and bonds might be available. He will 
open up a special account again in the 
fall to finance the purchase of bonds 
and -tamps. 

This week it was also made known 
that Winchester residents, in small 
purchases at the two Boston and 
Maine Railroad Stations have, since 
i the sales commenced, oought the rath- 
er amazing total of $59,098.95 in bonds 
and stamps at the stations. Florence 
! B. liird. the station chairman point* 
, ed out that this equals $882 per week. 

Mrs. Bird -aid that practically 
; every woman's organization in the 
■ town has contributed to the success 
; of the station sales. So far this year 
, excluding the June figures which are 
I not yet available, commuters have 
purchased from the women who have 
contributed their services a-i -ales- 
women a total of $15,571.45 in bonds 
I and stamps at the railroad stations.

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THE VILLAGE IMPROVEMENT SOCIETY 



I came to this town in 1 88 1 62 years ago — as principal of 
the High School numbering about 40 pupils. I brought with me 
all my earthly possessions— a small desk, a comfortable desk 
chair, five hundred dollars in cash and my newly-wedded wife. 
The desk I exchanged for a larger one— all the others I have re- 
tained. 

Nothing has happened in recent years in this town that has 
given me more satisfaction than the unanimous vote at the Town 
Meeting this week to purchase the Skillings Estate. This is the 
THIRD of the great crises in the development of Winchester from 
a small village of 3000 people to a flourishing residential com- 
munity of 16,000. 

There was in existence at that time a Village Improvement 
Society, made up of a group of the most public-spirited men that 
has ever been my privilege to become associated with. I had 
hardly been in this town a week when Samuel Twombly, the pres- 
ident of this society, met me on the street and said: "As principal 
of the High School you ought to be interested in town affairs, and 
I invite you to become a member of the Village Improvement So- 
ciety." I thanked him and replied that I would be pleased to ac- 
cept his invitation; whereupon he said, "Just now we are planning 
as our first great improvement to clean up and improve the 
Common." 

The Congregational Church, then as now the most command- 
ing edifice in the town deserved in front of it a better outlook. 
The Common was in a deplorable, unfinished condition— not a 
tree on it, nor a curbstone, nothing but a dumping place for the 
tannery and other refuse. 

"I think you had better give me five dollars to help do this." 
he said. They were scarce then, but I happened to have one in 
my pocket and turned it over to him. 

The influence of this society has been felt from that day to 
this, whether under the name of the Appropriation Committee, the 
Finance Committee, the Board of Health, and latterly the Plan- 
ning board— all the outcome of the thought and foresight of this 
original Village Improvement Society. 

As one entered the town from the railroad station he saw 
before him the most uninteresting, forbidding situation imagin- 
able — a railroad freight yard, a tannery, coal and lumber yards, 
a few cheap houses with filthy living conditions — and stretching 
beyond this many acres of pestilential swamplands extending to 
the present location of the Unitarian Church and the Junior High 
School. 

A member of this Village Improvement Society was Forest 
Manchester, a young lawyer, a native of Vermont who had re- 
cently settled here— not robust, but full of public spirit, with 
marked diplomacy, tact and extra-ordinary executive ability and 
wonderful vision. He had interested the Water Department of 
the City of Boston, who feared the contamination of the Mystic 
Valley below us (then a part of the Boston Water supply) and al- 
so the Metropolitan Park Commission of which he was a member, 
and many private citizens, especially Edwin Ginn, and the owners 
of the Brooks Estate, to agree to join together and remove this 
condition which threatened the possibility of making Winchester 
the beautiful town which his vision foresaw. 

This combination was ready to act together as one party, and 
Mr. Manchester was jubilant. A Town Meeting had been called 
to bring the question before the voters of the town for adoption. 
But the very day before the meeting Mr. Manchester nearly col- 
lapsed. One of the departments of the City of Boston, whose con- 
sent was necessary, called their meeting to take place a week later 
than the Town Meeting. Without the consent of all parties the 
town would not vote to appropriate $35,000, their share of the 
expense of the project. Manchester had secured on part of the 
property an option of $35,000 which expired the next day after 
the proposed meeting, and without the consent of all parties he 
knew the town would not support him. 

He went to Mr. Edwin Ginn and told his story. Mr. Ginn 
bought the option on the property for $35,000 and agreed to turn 
it over to the town whenever they were ready to pay for it. So 
the FIRST of the three major crises was successfully passed, and 
as a result we have Manchester Field, the Ginn Field, the Mystic 
Valley Parkway, and every foot of that swampy, pestilential area 
permanently removed. Mr. Manchester felt that the beautiful town 
of today was assured. But the effect of his strenuous efforts 
brought about his untimely end while only 40 years of age, and 
he never lived to see a single day's work done towards the reali- 
zation of his vision. It required 3D years of constant labor and 
expense by the town and all interested parties to bring about the 
result which you see today. A rugged boulder with a suitable 
bronze tablet located in front of the present railroad station tells 
the story of his remarkable life. 

At the end of this period, about 1910 or "I I. the successors 
of the same society raised the question: Would it be possible to 
make a similar improvement north of the center of the town? 
After careful consideration this society decided that nothing could 
be accomplished unless the so-called Whitney Mills property could 
be acquired, and it was agreed that the town could afford to pay 
$50,000 for it. A committee was instructed to get an option from 
Mr. Whitney and then bring the matter before the town. 

The committee approached Mr. Whitney, offered him $50,000 
for his property. He said he wouldn't think of selling it— that 
his ancestors had purchased it from the old Converse family who 
had constructed the dam and the mill as early as 1641, which con- 
trolled the flowage of all this northern part of our town. 

The committee then offered him $60,000 — but he dearly 
loved this property, and ably prompted by a non-resident lawyer, 
he realized for the first time how many valuable future possibili- 
ties it contained and began enumerating them. It was then agreed 



without consideration of a price to make a statement showing all 
the possible advantages likely to come to him if he retained this 
property. An option was drawn covering all these conditions, such 
as reserving some part of it. moving away certain parts of it, oc- 
cupying it for a certain length of time, etc.. etc. Then finally af- 
ter weeks of discussion he signed the option which the committee 
assumed for $87,000, and the committee so reported at a Town 
Meeting called to consider the question. And it was voted down 
by a very large majority. 

The moderator at that meeting was John T. Wilson, and he 
either accepted a motion or moved without any motion that the 
meeting then adjourn. An attempt to reconsider it he would not 
entertain. Then the Improvement Society rallied and urged every 
citizen of the town by mail (there being no telephones then) to 
attend the adjourned meeting; and on June 12. 1911 the SECOND 
of the three major improvement plans became in the end a reali- 
zation. 

As a result of this purchase it has been possible to construct 
two beautiful arch bridges at the center; a 70-foot highway 
across the site of the old dam; and a semi-circular and concrete 
dam to replace the old wooden Converse dam. Over the six steps 
of this dam constantly flows the Aberjona River, forming a small 
but picturesque cascade. And above the dam, what was once a 
small filthy mud-hole has been converted into the beautiful mill 
pond in the rear of the Town Hall. The town was able to transform 
half of Black Ball Pond from many acres of swampland with 
water only 2 or 3 feet deep — the dumping ground for many years 
of all the business houses of the center to a beautiful lake with 
water 12 feet or more deep; and from these excavations were able 
to form the magnificent public recreation field by filling in the oth- 
er half of the pond. A well constructed highway was built along- 
side of this improved condition, connecting the center with the 
north end of the town. Two streams that crossed this area were 
changed by the railroad into one, and the two old dilapitated rail- 
road bridges were replaced by a handsome arch bridge under the 
railroad. 

In carrying out the plans and specifications recommended by 
Herbert J. Kellaway, landscape architect, instead of having acres 
of swamplands, the breeding place of swarms of pesky mosquitoes, 
we now can walk from the old Whitney dam property alongside 
the beautiful stream with 3 or 4 small ponds, and can pass from 
the Mystic Lakes through this area in a canoe to the Woburn line, 
and every foot outside of the clear water is firm ground. Almost 
on the Woburn line, just above Cross Street, is one of the most at- 
tractive spots in all Winchester— a lovely little park, where for- 
merely existed a small alder swamp surrounded by filthy marshes. 
Our motto — that this area must be either water or grass-covered 
ground — has been realized, this having taken another 30 years, 
the last one of those muddy holes having been filled up less than 
12 months ago. 

And now comes the THIRD major crisis of the development 
of Winchester. One of the most vigorous and hotly contested series 
of town meetings that I ever attended occurred in 1886, when the 
town had outgrown the old Lyceum Hall and felt the need of a 
new Town Hall. A committee of five had been appointed to con- 
sider the question and report. They agreed that there should be a 
Town Hall, but could not agree upon the location of it. 

The same John T. Wilson fought for the location where the hall 
now stands and the others were opposed. Requiring a two-thirds 
vote nothing could be done. Another committee of seven was ap- 
pointed with the same result, the same report, and nothing could 
be accomplished. Then a third committee was appointed com- 
posed of men who hadn't been on either of these committees, but 
Mr. Wilson as moderator still fought for this location, and in the 
end won out. 

Fortunately all agreed at the Town Meeting held this week 
that the Skillings property, so long the commanding residence of 
this town and the center of its social activities during its early de- 
velopment, is the ideal place for a new Town Hall. 

I have a vision that ultimately there will be constructed on 
this commanding site a new Town Hall with a sufficiently large 
auditorium to meet the demands of the next 50 years, and from 
the imposing tower of this new building may be seen all these im- 
provements that have taken place in the last 60 years. And in ad- 
dition, there will lie at its very feet a newly constructed broad 
highway leading over a massive overhead bridge, crossing the 
Aberjona River and the railroad, thereby removing forever that 
most pressing demand of today— the question of how to abolish 
the grade-crossing. 

And sometime in the future some man will arise in the audi- 
torium of the new Town Hall, and will relate how the voters of 
Winchester in 1943, in the midst of uncertainties of the greatest 
war of all times, UNANIMOUSLY voted to purchase the Skillings 
property. And all New England will exclaim, as well as our own 
residents, how the voters of Winchester, still feeling the influence 
of the Village Improvement Society, and its successors, met the 
THIRD major crisis in the development of the beautiful town of 
Winchester.

Sportsmen will like the big canvas, 
Hunting Season, by A. LaSalle Rip- 
ley, with its panorama of wooded hil- 
ly country touched with the golds and 
bronze of late autumn. Sharply etch- 
ed against the foreground is a black 
and white setter, followed by a man 
in drab hunting clothes with a gun, 
both man and dog dwarfed by the 
ruggedness of their setting. 

The suggestion of fog is cleverly 
painted into The Harbor, Nantucket, 
by Elmer W. Greene, Jr.. with its 
small craft moored to a rickety 
wharf in front of a square red, sign- 
bedecked building, aslant above the 
water line. 

Especially outstanding is Capt, 
Stanley Woodward's On the Deerfield 
Road, a strongly painted study of 
ramshackle weather-beaten brown and 
red buildings, sprawling with sagging 
roofs under a tall tree with a rugged 
rock strewn foreground and a typi- 
cal fall sky. full of gray white clouds 
with patches of deep blue. The sug- 
gestion of fresh clean fall winds, sha- 
dow tracery and bright sunshine are 
caught by the artist in masterful 
fashion. 

Ture Bengtz has paid rather more 
attention to detail than usual in his 
Back Road, which is very sharp and 
clear. Full of action is Richard Rriggs' 
Boating with its crew lying along 
the gun'l of a sailing boat heeling to 
green water. 

Herman Dudley Murphy shows one 
of his inimitable studies of flowers, 
this time a charming painting of yel- 
low and white chrysanthemums with 
a touch of orchid in a tall vase 
against a complimenting mulberry 
background. Lillian Westcott Hale's 
Harriet Ann is an arresting study of 
an attractive young blonde girl in a 
rose colored gown, slouched in a big 
blue- green chair in an attitude of 
complete relaxation. 

Ernest L. Major shows a striking 
landscape with dark tree trunks 
above a cleverly lighted stream, the 
foliage shutting out the warm sun 
suggested by the mellowed buildings 
in the background. 

Among the best in the show is that 
small canvas of Charles Curtis Al- 
len. No Ducks, a study full of som- 
bre beauty with its steely reed-girt 
water and suggestions of after-glow 
at the sky-line. 

Leslie P. Thompson shows two in- 
teresting old bronze Chinese figures 
against a characteristic red back 
drop and there is a colorful Bowl of 
Flowers by Henry H. Brooks. Tea 
and Toast by Elizabeth G. Paxton is 
an interesting still life and 'Louis 
Kronberg's Ballet Dancer at the Bar 
is another small painting that many 
will find full of appeal. 

Strikingly painted and full of mo- 
tion is Lowering Skies by Alphonse 
J. Shelton. a large marine showing 
blue water churning itself into creamy 
froth as it breaks on low-lying brown 
rocks under a leaden sky that shows 
a streak of light to the right.

Edith Nourse Rogers is hold- 
ing examinations for admission to An- 
napolis and West Point at the high 
school in Lowell on Aug. 21, at i» a. m. 

The examination which is technical- 
ly "unofficial" will be given by the 
United States Civil Service Com- 
mission and will consist of algebra, 
plane geometry, English composition 
and literature and United States His- 
tory. The names of the first four 
in rank in the examination for both 
West Point and Annapolis will lie 
sent to Mrs. Rogers who will have 
them designated as principals and al- 
ternates and examined by an official 
United States medical examiner. 

If any fail in this examination oth- 
ers in order of their mental examina- 
tion rating will be chosen to take the 
physical test until Mrs. Rogers is 
able to designate one principal and 
three alternates for each school who 
have passed both the mental and phy- 
sical examinations. 

These candidates will then receive 
from the Navy Department and War 
Department letters of appointment 
and notices of appearances for "offi- 
cial" examination at a time and place 
stated before a board of Army and 
Navy officers. 

Principals and alternates must be 
citizens of the United States and 
actual residents of the Fifth Con- 
gressional District (which includes 
Winchester) for the past 10 years. 
For the Naval Academy they " must 
have reached their 17th birthday, but 
not their 21st on April 1. 1944. For 
the Military Academy they must have 
reached their 17th birthdav, but not 
their 22nd. on July 1. 1944. No one 
will be nominated for principal or al- 
ternate whose brother has attended 
either academy and Mrs. Rogers re- 
serves the right to reject any appli- 
cant who in character, temperament or 
other respect may seem to her un- 
fitted to make a successful officer. 

The only expense in connection 
with the examination to be held in 
Lowell is that of transportation and 
official pamphlets giving in detail the 
physical, mental and other require- 
ments of the government with speci- 
men examination papers will lie sent 
free upon request to Mrs. Rogers, 
whose address is Member of Con- 
gress.

HIGHLAND SCHOOL CLOSING 



T 



itizens of Winchester: 
Our attention has been called to 
the fact that a petition i- being cir- 
culated to ask the School Commit- 
tee to reopen the Highland School in 
the fall. Since the Committee, af- 
ter long study, feels strongly that 
this school should not be reopened, 
they wish again to lay before inter- 
ested citizens the reasons for the 
closing, in order that those affected 
may have before them all the perti- 
nent facts before they decide wheth- 
er it is desirable to ask us to re- 
scind out action. We believe that 
careful weighing of the facts will 
lead even those disappointed m the 
closing id' tile school to agree that 
the move taken is the soundest so- 
lution to a difficult problem. 

We wish to emphasize to parents 
m the Highland District that the 
school is being closed not merely to 
save money for the Town, but, more 
important, to give the children of 
the district the oest schooling possi- 
ble. Tied in with the closing is the 

complex problem of relieving the in- 
tolerable overcrowding of the Wash- 
ington School, the undesirable over- 
crowding of the Mystic School, and 
the ineffective use of the Lincoln 
School. The facts that govern are 
as follows: 

i 1 » School conditions make it man- 
datory for us to transfer children 
to the Lincoln School. 

a. The Washington School is so 
overcrowed that a committee of pa- 
tents waited on us this past winter, 
demanding relief. It has beep ne- 
cessary to house a first grade in the 
auditorium, an unsatisfactory class- 
room. Auditorium activities have 
thereby been interfered with. More- 
over, no room has been available for 
special aid teachers. 

b. The Mystic School has also 
been overcrowded in recent years. 
Its rooms were built to iiouse 25 pu- 
pils, and a number of the rooms have 
had well over that number. 

c. Neither school can be enlarged 
at this time. 

d. The facilities of the Lincoln 
School, probably our finest elemen- 
tary school buildings, are greatly un- 
der-used. Built to accommodate 300 
pupils, this past year it has housed 
i">7 children, tirades have been un- 
dersized. Three rooms have been 
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expensive to operate, averaging _'! 
pupils to a teacher, not to -peak if 
the cost of fuel, light, and mainte- 
nance. It is hard to justify expendi- 
ture of public funds for high oi^s 
both at the Highland and Lincoln 
Schools when the two nearby school- 
can be combined. 

c>) In transferring pupils to the 
Lincoln School, we deem it better to 
send as many as are needed for ef- 
fective use of the building than to 
send only fifth and sixth grade pupils. 

a. Thereby, brothers and sisters 
and friends will go together to the 
school in large enough numbers to 
eliminate any strangeness and un- 
friendliness that might develop jf 
only a few pupils from the fifth and 
sixth grades were sent. 

b. Thereby, full and effective use 
of the Lincoln School will be accom- 
plished. 

C. Thereby, relief from overcrowd- 
ing will be had in the lower grades 
at the Washington and Mystic 
Schools, as well as in the fifth and 
sixth grades. 

(4) The fact that children will have 
to cross busy streets to reach vie 
Lincoln School is recognized and re- 
gretted. This problem is common • , 
every school in town, however, and 
does not outweigh the reasons for 
closing given above. As with til 
schools, the Committee will provide 
traffic protection -o far as its person- 
nel and resources permit. 

We sincerely hope that citizens 
weighing the above facts will agree 
with us that it is wise to carry 
through the full plan of the School 
Committee in sending all elementary 
pupils ,,f the Highland District to the 
Lincoln School. A full-hearted co- 
operation by parents with the plan 
and an assumption by them of lead- 
er-hip and pride in the conduct of 
the Lincoln School will, we feel cer- 
tain, quickly remove the regrets nat- 
ural in having to change established 
school connections.

/*W U.S. WAR BONDS 



Senator Harry F. Byrd, in a re- 
cent press release, said in part: 

"The United States Civil Service 
Commission reports as of August 31, 
1942, that there were 2,606,300 em- 
ployees of the United States govern- 
ment ... On Armistice Day, No- 
vember 11, 1918, there was a total 
of 917,760 civilian federal employ- 
ees. We have three times that many 
now. In the last World War we had 
one civilian employee for every four 
and one-half members in the armed 
service. In this war, we have so 
far one civilian employee to every 
one and three-fourths members of 
the armed forces, the ratio being 
two and one-half times more per sol- 
dier, and we are still increasing our 
civilian personnel at the rate of over 
3,000 daily ... On November 11, 
1918, there were thirty agencies of 
the government. Today there are 
81 distinct agencies, many of these 
making no direct contribution to the 
war effort." 

This remarkable statement should 
receive the careful consideration of 
every American citizen. When we 
consider that, since the release by 
Senator Byrd, the President has sub- 
mitted his budget to Congress for 
the fiscal year, calling for 100 billion 
dollars for our war effort and nine 
billion additional for civic expendi- 
tures, we gain some idea of what 
the conduct of this war is going 



to mean in the tax burden of the 
next generation. 

Curtail Civic Spending 

No one wants to limit a single 
activity necessary to win the war, 
but just ordinary common sense and 
economy indicate that every unnec- 
essary civic expenditure should wait 
until the emergency of war has 
passed. 

Right now our new Congress is 
confronted with the problem of pre- 
venting excessive profits on war con- ! 
tracts. Present law provides for 
"renegotiation" of their separate 
contracts by the Army and Navy de- 
partments and the Maritime com- 
mission. There are some three mil- 
lion of these contracts, but probably 
not 5 per cent will show excessive 
profits after taxation. 

The Internal Revenue department 
will find every case of excessive 
profits and, where such profits re- 
main after taxes, can report such 
cases for "renegotiation." This is 
practical economy and does the job 
the most efficient way. 

Industry and agriculture, both of 
Which feci the pinch of shortage of 
manpower, should support Congress j 
in any method it decides upon as 
practical and economical. Prevent- 
ing new additions to the payrolls and 
cutting out useless civic expenditures 
and payrollers who have nothing to 
do that is constructive in the war 
effort will help solve the manpower 
problem and ease the burden of taxes.

To the Editor of the Star: 

My congratulations to you on the 
last ( 7 ID issue of the Star. I have 
enjoyed it very much. 

I have found the Star very help- | 
ful in keeping up with events in the 1 
town. 

I have followed with interest the i 
proposal that the Skillings Estate be : 
taken by the town. May I say that 
I agree most heartily with Mr." Park- 
hurst. It is good to know that, in 
spite of the many curtailments on i 
municipal expenses in wartime, such 
a project is being considered by those 1 
at home. Although I have not had the 1 
privilege of seeing the major improve- j 
merits made in the town, I have al- 
ways taken pride, with other Win- ; 
Chester residents, in the beauty of I 
the town. 

Several years ago I followed the ' 
races for championship of the Palm- 1 
er Beach Horseshoe Association with ; 
interest. The skill of its members ' 
made Sunday morning at Palmer 
an interesting time. I have found j 
the Secretary's accounts rather live- 
ly and witty. 

I believe the School Committee's 
ruling to close the Highland School j 
is wise. The obvious points in favor 
of the decision far outweigh those I 
against. 

As for increased juvenile prank- j 
sterism in town, may I suggest that 
perhaps those participating in such > 
activities have failed to realize or 
have not been introduced to the con- ' 
structive activties available in town, i 
Such destruction as you have men- : 
tinned in your editorial certainly can- | 
not be excused as mischief or misdi- j 
rected energies. Perhaps however, ! 
it can be explained as undirected en- ! 
ergies. With the full realization that j 
few people in town would have both ; 
the time and the desire to devote an 
evening or two a week to organizing ; 
competitive sports among groups of : 
boys in the town. I suggest that this 
might be a possible solution. So far I 
as I know, a town-wide competition j 
such as this has not been attempted 
among the younger boys. Groups of 
lo or so might be formed to meet 
and play against other teams in such 
sports as baseball, tennis, basketball 
and swimming. If the idea were pre- 
sented enthusiastically but with sub- 
lety and a soft pedal so to speak, on 
its motive, teams might be started 
spontaneously in several sections of 
the town. 

The captain or leader of one team 
might send a challenge to a leader 
in another neighborhood to start a 
team and meet his own team at a 
given place and time. I doubt that 
many of the younger leaders would 
refuse a challenge or invitation of 
this sort. 

Whereas the objection that such 
competition would inspire sectional- 
ism in town is first and obvious, may 
I -ay that in spite of this sectional- 
ism, which has always existed in 
grade school at the outset; an un- 
derstanding and acquaintanceship will 
accompany the friendly opposition be- 
tween groups. Such an understand- 
ing between members of different sec- 
tions id" town has not been apparent 
until the 8th or 9th grades in the 
past. Familiarity fostered by asso- 
ciation would kill early any mutual 
dislike or distrust of one group for 
another. 

Thus such a program would have 
both an immediate and long range 
purpose, theoretically at least. I be- 
lieve it worthy of consideration. 

May I -ay again that I have en- 
joyed the Star immensely. I find 
it so informative that I would be out 
of touch with all that occurs in town 
whether of vital or passing interest 
to me as a citizen. 

My best wishes to you for the fu- 
ture.

Winchester Flier Killed in Plane 
trash 



Sgt. Frank Zaffina. USA AF. of 14 
Hill street, was one of 10 Army fliers 
from MacDill Field, Tampa. Fla., 
killed Wednesday. July 21, when two 
medium bombers collided near Bo- 
yett in Florida. Reports of the acci- 
dent state that one plane burst into 
flames after landing, but further de- 
tails were not immediately made 
public. 

Sgt. Zaffina was home on furlough 
about three weeks apo. He wa j kill- 
ed on the anniversary of hD enlist- 
ment. July 21, 1942. He was the son 
of Mr«. Amelia (Dame) and the late 
Frank P. Zaffina, his father, a veter- 
an of World War 1. having been an 
active member of Winrhe-ter Post, 
97. American Legion; past Venerable 
of Winchester Lodge, Sons of Italy 
in America; and one of the town's 
constables. 

Spt. Zaffina was born in Winches- 
ter July 12, 1922. He attended the 
town schools and Winchester High 
School, being a member of the class 
of 1939. He was popular with his 
young friend-' and considered a very 
promising youth by older residents 
with whom lie came in contact. At 
the time he enlisted he wa= in the 
employ of the Puritan Furniture 
Company of Melrose. 

Besides his mother. Sgt. Zaffina 
leaves four sisters, Amelia. Eliza- 
beth, Genevieve and Louise Mary; 
also two brothers. Joseph, who is in 
the Armed Force*, and John Andrew 
Zaffina.

Entering Tufts College, she com- 
pleted the regular four year course 
in three years, graduating with the 
degree of A. I!, and being admitted to 
Phi Beta Kappa, honorary scholastic 
fraternity. She received her master's 
degree in Spanish from Middlebury 
College in Vermont and then traveled 
in Spain before she commenced teach, 
inp in the Georpetown schools. She 
later taught in North Andover and 
Maiden before coming to Winchester. 
She was a member of the Women's Ci- 
ty Club of Boston and of the Winches- 
ter Teacher's Club. She made her 
home with her sister. Miss Gertrude 
Lee Allison, at 520 Hiph street. West 
Medford. 

Besides her sister. Miss Allison 
leaves a brother. Frod W. Allison of 
Winchester; and a niece. Mrs. Bar- 
bara Allison Cavanauph of Baltimore. 
Md.. whose husband is a nephew of 
the late Major Frank Cavanaugh. 
World War 1 hero and nationally 
known football coach at Dartmouth. 
Boston College and Fordham. 

Funeral services will be held on 
this Friday afternoon at Ripley Me- 
morial Chapel of the First Congre- 
gational Church. Rev. Dwight W. 
Hadley, rector of the Church of the 
Epiphany, will officiate. Interment 
will be in Oak Grove Cemetery. 



Shifting Load Blamed for Accident on

HERO BOMBADIER ON C CRN FY'S 
PLANE 

Wounded in both thighs as his 
plane neared its target, a bombadier 
on a Flying Fortress of the I'nited 
States Army Eighth Air Force re- 
mained at his post to drop his bombs 
on the German naval base at Brem- 
en, attended the wounded navigator, 
and did not reveal his own injuries 
to other members of the crew until 
they were half way home from a re- 
cent operational sweep, the War De- 
partment disclosed this week. 

Scarcely had a fragment of flak 
struck the navigator between the 
eyes when another burst, exploded 
near the nose of the bomber, sending 
steel splinters ripping through the 
plexi-glass and wounding the bomba- 
dier. Staff Spt. Lewis Fletcher, of 
Sulphur Springs, Texas. 

Disregarding his pain. Fletcher 
kept at his post until he could call. 
Bombs Away, then turned to aid the 
navigator, Second Lt. Bryan I!. Bo- 

schma, of Springfield, South Dakota. 
Discovering that the inter-communi- 
cations system had been knocked out. 
he made his way to the pilot's com- 
partment for further instructions. The 
pilot. 1st Lt. Kenneth W. Gurney of 
Winchester. Mass.. told him to give 
the navigator a hypodermic, then 
sent Technical Sgt. Peter J. Sta.-y- 
szyn. of 607 Mineral avenue. Scran- 
ton. Penn.. the engineer, to assist 
both wounded men. 

Stasyszyn cut away Fletcher's 
trousers, found 20 to lacerations 
in his thighs, and dressed the wounds. 

"I began to feel very weak as we 
neared the English coast," Fletcher 
said, "and was certainly triad to see 
it. It looked almost as good as 
Texas."

The committee is most desirous of 
doing all honor to those lost in the 
service, but does not wish to place a 
gold star beside the name of any one 
about whom there is any reasonable 
doubt. 

In connection with the service roll 
it was announced this week that the 
total cost to date i- $.".74. >0. The orig- 
inal contract was let for $277. 00 for 
a loll large enough to include 700 
name-. This figure was raised to 
$3fi3.40 by the addition almost at 
once of 720 name-.

One hundred 
and thirty-one names have since been 
added at a cost of ?l. r >.70 and a la- 
bor charge of $15 brings the total 
figure to date to $.".74.10.

APPROVES FIFTH FREEDOM 
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A distinctive service always 
attended by a capable staff 
to serve your best interests. 
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There seems to be some nlsunder- 
standing about the right if any one 
to keep or dispose of a -tray dog 
which he may pick up oi the street 
or which may come to his nome. Own- 
ers of licensed dogs may sue any one 
for a dog, either disposed of by a 
finder or' kept for more than 48 
hours without notifying tin police or 
the dog officer in the town in which 
the animal is found. Contrary to 
general belief, stray, or u incensed 
dogs can not be kept by finders, nor 
disposed of to animal societies or pri- 
vate individuals. Finders, or house- 
holders to whom stray dogs come, are 
required to notify either the police or 
the dog officer in the town in which 
the animal is found. The dog offi- 
cer, or if there is none such, the po- 
lice, only has the right to keep stray, 
or unlicensed dogs, and he shall keep | 
them for six days after which the 
males shall be sold for $3 and the \ 
females destroyed. A stiff penalty 
ui provided by law for any one coun- 
terfitting a license number or using 
any other deception to enable him to j 
keep either a licensed or -tray dog. 

The Star received a visit this week 
from a lady who was much more em- 
phatic than we could be about the , 
trouble caused by the out-of-town 
swimmers at our beaches. She evi- 
dently visits them more than we can 
this summer, with the present gaso- 
line setup, and believes that the visit- 
ing bathers, especially the older boys, 
make the job of the girl guards dou- 
bly difficult. Rushing into the water 
right through the ranks of the little 
kiddies learning to swim and push- 
ing bathers from the floats were two 
of the specific complaints made by 
our visitor, who also is of the opin- 
ion that many from out of town are 
using our beaches without a permit 
from the Park Department to do so. 
The guards have been able to detect | 
some of these offenders by asking; 
them to locate the fictitious addresses 
they give, or by asking them about I 
their schools, but the guards have 
much more important work to do 1 
than this. Apparently there is some < 
ground at least for believing that un- 
due advantage is being taken of the i 
Park Commissioners' wholly under- 
standable desire to have as many 
as possible enjoy our fine beaches. 
Wo understand a halt has been call- j 
ed on new permits. It will be inter- 
esting to see whether such action is 
all that will be necessary. 



The Star received a call this week j 

from a lady w - ho was concerned with 

the situation which confronts the ' 
commuter getting off the train at 
Winchester station at night and want- 
ing a taxi to go the remainder of the 
way home. Since the dimout regula- 
tions it is so dark at the taxi stand 
that it is impossible to distinguish 
the identity of any one who is there, 
lie he taxi driver or not. while the 
printed cards carried by the taxicabs 
are of little use at night unless one 
happens to be standing close to the 
window in which they appear. The 
possigility of getting into a car that 
is not a taxi and being taken to a 
lonely spot and robbed is not so fan- 
tastic as to be lightly brushed aside, 
especially if the person seeking the 
cab is not well acquainted with tile 
local taxi drivers. The lady who 
called us was taken home the night 
before by a driver whom she did not 
know though she has lived in town 
for several years. Her constructive 
thought was that the taxi men should 
have some easily visible means of 
identification, and that there should 
be some sort of properly shielded 
light either at the taxi stand, or in 
the shelter on the platform of the- 
outbound tracks, or both. Taxis in 
many cities and '.owns have lighted 
identification shields at night which 
is helpful. We do know that un- 
der dimout regulations it i- mighty 
dark in Winchester and the area in 
the immediate vicinity of the taxi 
stand is no exception. How many feel 
as the lady who called us feels about 
the matter we do not know, but she 
seemed genuinely concerned and 
neither unreasonable nor unduly crit- 
ical of anyone; in short, the sort of 
citizen whose complaint is well worth 
considering.

BLACK MARK FOR 

Mclaughlin 

There has been for some time in 
the Palmer Peach Horseshoe Associ- 
ation a movement, fathered by Arthur 
K. Butters, sometimes called the State 
of Maine Champ, to advance "Wild ' 
Willie" McLaughlin, the pride ..f 
Stow and Champion of all Nabnas- 
sett, to the presidency of the Asso- I 
ciation, over the head of the present j 
incumbent. Royal "Paper Trade" 
Teele, who has so ably headed the or- j 
ganization since its inception. 

Mr. Putters has based his support | 
of McLaughlin's pretention to the As- 
sociation's highest office upon the 1 
tatter's propensity for throwing dou- ' 
ble-headers at the most psychologi- 
cally favorable times for his side and I 
the most damnably inopportune mo- 1 
ments for the opposition. This with j 
McLaughlin's high standing in both 
Stow and Nabnassett. plus his recent j 
entrance into the guild of the peda- 
gogues has so biased Mr. Putters in I 
his favor that his movement to place I 
"Wild Willie" at the head of the As- 
sociation has been halted short of an I 
election only by Arthur's reasonable 1 
doubt of the result in the event the : 
issue was actually put to a vote. Thus 
far the best Mr. Putters could be ah- 
solutely certain of on a ballot is a i 
stalemate, and if the State of Maine : 
Champ had been in town last week- 
end, he in all fairness would have to 
admit that Mr. McLaughlin had dam- 
aged whatever chance he had of he- | 
ing president almost beyond repair. 

Nothing in the by-laws of the Palm- 
er Peach Horseshoe Association tran- i 
scends the importance accorded reg- 
ular attendance at the matches spon- ■ 
sored by the organization. Having i 
this firmly in mind, it is hard to see ! 
how Mr. McLaughlin can hope to be- I 
come president in view of his most j 
recent flagrant defections. 

The first of his unexcused absences 1 
came on last Friday evening when a | 
special meeting of the Association | 
was called by the President because 1 
of the failure to hold the regulation 1 
matches over the preceding week-end. 
Not only did "Wild Willie" fail to j 
show up for the meeting but he would ! 
advance no reason for his refusal to 
appear beyond the curt announcement 
that he had an "engagement."

Joanne McLaughlin, and Mr. Luke P. 
Glendon in the hope of discovering 
the reason for the Pride of Stowe's ab- 
sence from the courts.

All were furtive, even 
as "Willie" had been. SO that with 
the best will in the world the Presi- 
dent was forced to mark a heavy "tin- 
excused" against the McLaughlin at- 
tendance record for the evening.

; fection. leaving word for Mr. Teele 
| when that worthy and the' Secretary 
I arrived at the hospitable Mcl.augh- 
I 1 in home enroute to the beach. 
| For a time things looked bad for 
any sort of play, since for <ome un- 
known reason, doubtless good. Mr. 
Gardner also failed to appear. The 
. irate President, bewildered Secretary 
and bp "Thin Finger" Pridham were 
playing three-handed with Mr. Teele 
, pitching for both sides when who 
should put in an appearance but How- 
ard "F"oul Line" Wittet. long over- 
due it is true, nut doubly welcome 
J because of the natness of his arrival 
The welcoming huzzahs, mingled it 
is true with a bit of Bronx for the 
many Wittet absences in the past, 
had hardly died away when coins had 
been flipped and play commenced. 

Then it was that Mr. Teele drove 
the iron deeply into any movement 
pointed toward his removal from the 
high office he so long 1 has graced. 
Could he have seen Royal'- scintillat- 
ing exhibition, it is doubtful if even 
Mr. Butters could have found it in 
his heart to advocate his removal. 
When we say that the Pride of Stowe 
at his best would have been hard

As a result of a thorough dim out inspection of the Town com- 
pleted this week, it seems necessary to publish again the army 
regulations as they effect houses. 

"All windows, doors, or other apertures which have areas 
through which light may be transmitted shall be screened by the 
use of curtains, shades, blinds, paint, or other similar material 
for less than three-quarter of such area to reduce the outward 
projection of light from any source within, ami in no such case 
-hall a source of light be visible out-of-doors above a horizontal 
plane through that source. However, the screened area may be 
reduced when used for ventilation provided interior lighting is so 
controlled that no direct light from any lighting fixtures or por- 
table lamp within may be projected through such openings." 

Porches and outside doors: "All other outdoor lights of what- 
ever nature and from whatever source shall not exceed the inten- 
sity of a 15- watt incandescent lamp ami shall be permanently 
shielded so that ALL LIGHT is projected at least 4."> degrees be- 
low the horizontal. No such light shall be located nearer than 
20 feet to any other such light." 

The violations of these regulations which seem to be most 
frequent and which in some cases are due to carelessness are as 
follows : 

Living room and bedroom windows not properly shaded, open 
doors with direct lights showing, low porch lamps with more than 
15- watt lights and not shielded by opaque shades, porch lights 
not 20 feet apart, and outside door lights completely

Children whom bombing has deprived 
of all familiar things, of home, and 
neighbors, and parents, sometimes fall 
into a deep apathy like that of the 
mentally sick. They do not respond 
or take notice. They have lost every 
response to life except terror when 
the siren Sounds. To these little shell- 
shocked people a cuddly doll or boar_ 
or monkey may be the first bridge 
back to normal interest. Clutched 
comfortingly in sleep or waking it is 
something permanent in the child's 
shattered and confused world. It be- 
gins to wake up the sick and apathetic- 
little mind. 

Knowing this additional meaning of 
the soft toys, British War Relief, 
workers will keep an eye out for all 
the possibilities as they look in at gift 
shops or watch a friend's babies 
playing. This fall maybe things we 
make may go to make Christmas 
cheer in Malta or some other brave 
spot, long tried by enemies overhead 
or at the door. Our boys in uniform 
are pushing open doors that Axis 
domination iiad closed; the Winches- 
ter Unit means to be right behind the 
boys, ready with something cheerful 
for children who have known too 
much of war.

DEFICIT SPENDING? 



We are at war! We must and we 
will win this war; but it is now time 
citizens put back of them the hy- 
steria and the superstitions accom- 
panying all wars and depression, 
the witchcraft that seeks "Abundant 
Life", do some realistic thinking, and 
use "the broom'' otherwise. 

For instance: It is time to insist 
the New Deal High Command an- 
swer whether they are "for" Free En- 
terprise and Democracy, (as estab- 
lished by the religiously minded 
founders of oil!- country), and 
Capitalism, (production for profit), 
which means that every citizen may 
keep for himself the fruits of his 
education, industry, and thrift; or. 
whether the New Deal has planned 
for some form id* a centralized, so- 
cialized state? (It certainly points 
to centralized control). 

On the "Ides" of August, 1935, this 
column published a Socrates Says re- 
lease, called The Result of Theories. 
This article, six year- ago, predicted 
a result now coming to pass. Any 
reader of this column may have a 
copy of that prediction, -imply by 
writing to this paper. 

It will be said by New Dealers and 
many conscientious, patriotic citi- 
zens, that we are at war: that no one 
should criticize anything during war; 
and that politics is out; but I won- 
der if less politicaly-minded or calm- 
er thinkers will not wonder what we 
are at war for, where we are headed, 
: 1 1 1 . 1 what our economy could be, with- 
out criticism, when Peace finally 
conies ? 

Ex-President Lincoln, m the middle 
of the Civil War (his second election) 
a most bitter political campaign, with 
the country (North and South) hope- 
lessly divided and at desperate war), 
practically ' conceded his defeat the 
night before the election. He was 
prepared to ask his opponent to work 
with him for the sake of the coun- 
try between the election and the in- 
augural. (Mr. Hoover did ask Mr. 
Roosevelt, but Mr. Roosevelt declined, 
saying "That's your job.") The open 
criticism and that political campaign 
welded the North solidly together 
and had a profound effect upon the 
South. 

England, in the middle of this war, 
hail one of their most bitter political 
campaigns with tremendous criticism, 
out of which Prime Minister Churchill 
was raised to office an I England now 
is marching forward to Victory! 

The late President Wilson, in the 
middle of World War 1. with a most 
bitter political campaign, lost control 
of Congress, and the Republicans 
took over. Yet he was big enough 
to say: "We do not need less criti- 
cism in time of war but more. Hon- 
esty and competence requite no shield 
of secrecy." . . . and Chief Justice 
Oliver Wendell Homes said: "We do 
not lose our riyht to condemn either 
measures or men because the country- 
is at war." 

General Washington (later our 
first President) hail tremendous criti- 
cism of his conduct of the war; but 
through tolerance and patience he ac- 
cepted all criticisms and decided his 
actions through the assistance of such 
criticisms. 

\'o government of these United 
States of America has ever been too 
weak to welcome criticism and to 
change its course, guided by such 
criticism. It verges on the unpatri- 
otic. It could defeat the very ideolo- 
gy of Democracy for resignation or 
hysteria to curb criticism during 
troublesome times. Democracy re- 
quires Free Speech and Free Enter- 
prise. It is worth it. Dictatorships 
are built on resignation, 

Show me a citizen in a Democra- 
cy, who demands a leader, a citizen 
who really says "I want to be told 
what to do and I will blindly follow" 
and I can but say: "(liven enough 
such citizens and any Democracy will 
rapidly deteriorate into some form 
of socialized state." 

It is now time, support your gov- 
ernment 100 per cent in all its war 
efforts; but do not support it even 1 
per cent in any move that has even a 
suspicion of departing one iota from 
the principles of Democracy, as laid 
down in our Bill of Rights, the foun- 
dation of our Constitution. Under 
the guise of war. there are signs of 
continuing regimentation and social 
control when Peace comes. There are 
billions still being spent for social re- 
forms, which the citizens must pay 
for in taxes along with the necessary- 
taxes for war. The theory or plan 
could well have been to spend the en- 
tire surplus of the nation and then 
every citizen would have to look to 



The New Deal theory, beginning 
abou't the "Ides ,,f August," lit:?:!, was 
based on Deficit Spending. For nine 
long years this was the theory during 
peace and it still is. The war expen- 
ditures have not changed its belief in 
deficit spending. It simply has al- 
lowed the necessary spending of mon- 
ey for war purposes to become the 
popular excuse for all ten years ,,f 
mounting national debt and taxes. 

We must, as citizens, realize what 
caused the fantastic national debt, 
before the war, and how that waste- 
ful, pre-war fun. topping war spend- 
ing, has raised our debt and taxes: 
also 'he fact that, even during total 
war, billions for Social Reforms are 
still being spent. Unless the strict- 
est economy in social New Deal 
spending i- practiced during war. the 
very economy of America can be in 
grave post-war danger. We could 
lose the peace on the Home Front. 

Oh, for a Patrick Henry or a 
Charles Pinekney, to arise in the Halls 
of Conrgess and cry: "Billions for de- 
fense, bui not one penny for New 
Deal tribute." 

Deficit spending, as an accepted 
theory and practice for any nation is 
no different in results than what 
would occur to any individual who 
practised it. namely, bankruptcy. To 
hose New Dealers who are saying 
that you can't go broke by owing 
yourself. I can only say, "Try it." 

Viz.: Start a farm, keep a set of 
books for your farm, take your sav- 
ings out id' the bank and lend them 
all to your own "Farm Account"; 
then sell what you migh. raise at 
less than it cost you to raise it ami 
look for your savings 

A nation is simply 
dividuals. There is n 
government money, 
government has to s 
the money ii gets from the people in 
taxes. Whatever a government does 
the people pay for. either directly or 
through hidden taxes. There is no 
other way. 

I have a definition of Deficit Spend- 
ing, which, after several years of 
full consideration. I believe to be 
factually correct: 

"You can spend what you ain't got 
for something you can't get. in the 
hope of changing what wasn't to 
what can't be!"

SOME HISTORY 



To the Editor of the Star: 

1 desire to inform some folks 
through the columns of the Win- 
chester Star, the first newspaper ever 
published and printed in Winchester, 
founded by the late Theodore P. Wil- 
son and now published by his son. 
the present Editor. T. Price Wilson 
of the history of Waterfield. Charles- 
town Village and South Woburn that 
lias been called Winchester since 1850, 
It will require several articles to 
write the history of Winchester, 
hence I shall be compelled to gobble 
up space. 1 shall omit several items 
or in other words. 1 shall write what 
l believe is interesting news to the in- 
habitants of Winchester. 

As a native of Winchester I shall 
endeavor to assist Edwin A. Wad- 
leigh, the author. Winchester is in 
the easterly section of .Middlesex 
County eight miles northwest of Bos- 
ton by the Boston and Maine Rail- 
road which here sends off branches 
to Woburh and Stoneham. Its form 
is triangular and it is bounded on the 
north and northwest by Woburn. on 
\ the east by Stoneham and Medford. 
1 on the south by Medford and Arling- 
: ton and on the southwest by Lexing- 
ton. 

All of this territory was a part of 
a grant of land made to Charlestown 
in the year 1640 by the general court 
i of Mas.-achusetts. The portion for- 
1 merly called South Woburn was 
' ceded to Woburn with the remainder 
! of that town in DJ42. It was in this 
; quarter probably that the first dwell- 
- ing house in the Town of Wobum 
I was erected by Deacon Edward Con- 
! verse. He came over from England 
to this country in 1630, settled in 
i Charlestown and removed to Woburn 
I in li!42. His place of business was 
I at the mill called by his name near 
Whitney's and there and in that vi- 
cinity, several of his numerous pos- 
terity continued to dwell for many 
years. He was quite a prominent 
man in public affairs and deacon of 
the First Congregational Church in 
Woburn until his death on Aug. 10, 
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A distinctive service always 
attended by a capable staff 
to serve your best interests. 
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1663, at the age of T'i year 
his descendants there have 
still are individuals highly 
and respected. 

Rev. Zachariah Symmes, 
genitor of those who write 
names in the manner indicated, 
over to this country 
and seven children 
1634, from Bedfordshire, 14 miles 
northwest of London. He settled in 
Charlestown and was the minister 
there from 1634 until his death in 
1671. During his lifetime the Tow 
of Charlestown voted to give him a 
tract of .'100 acres of land extending 
from the north end of Medford pond 
to the borders of Woburn. Capt. Wil 
liam Symmes, a son of Zachariah. oc- 
cupied a portion of this land at an 
early period. On a plan of his land 
which was drawn up in 1705 appears 
his house, which is there designated 
as the "old house," indicating that i: 
must have been erected some time 
prior to that date. The old house 
was located not far from the pres. 
ent center .railroad station in thi- 
town, about opposite the railroad 
freight yard, and the railroad now 
passes over the spot where the cel- 
lar of the house then stood. 

This Capt. Symmes was a clothier, 
or employed in fulling cloth, and had 
a -mall dye house near his residence 
which he used principally in con- 
nection with his business, He after- 
wards built a house in what is now 
termed Baconville. It is now called 
Wedgemere. I recall vividly when it 
was called Mystic. Between the two 
houses now located there this house 
was long -ince taken down and oth- 
er structures put up near by. The 
original grant of land to Zachariah 
Symmes was ceded to Medford with 
the rest of the town at an early date 
and afterwards became a part of this 
town. 

Durable memorials of the occupan- 
cy of a large portion of this territory 
by Indians have been shown in nu- 
merous implements, tools, etc.. used 
by them which have been occasion- 
ally dug up from the grounds. The 
river running through the town was 
named by the Indians Aba-Jona, from 
two Indian lovers who are said to 
have sacrificed their lives in its 
waters. 

• Before the building of the Boston 
and Lowell Railroad in 1835, that is 
now called the Boston and Maine, 
the center part of the village was 
where the Junior High School now 
stands, or in other words, between 
tin- old and new Unitarian Church. 
A country store was located in that 
section of the village and much fre- 
quented for a succession of year-. 
The settlement here was quite -low 
and the inhabitants few and scat- 
tering, but from the operation of va- 
rious courses, especially the location 
of the railroad to Lowell through 
the center, the population and busi- 
ness rapidly increased between the 
years 1833 and 1839. 

By the way. Mr. Editor, the late 
Patrick Holland of Swanton street, 
helped to build the Boston and I-owell 
Railroad in 1935. He was a section 
foreman for years. Holland street 
was named in his memory.

After Aug. 1, 1943, men who have 
previously been found acceptable for 
limited service at the induction sta- 
tions, but who were rejected, will 
again be forwarded for induction on 
special calls for limited service men. 

Regulations in effect for some 
time past permit the Army to ac- 
cept for limited service only fjve 
per eent of the daily total of men 
found to be qualified for service, 
Men found acceptable for limited 
service who were in excess of the 
authorized percentage were returned 
to their homes and subsequently re- 
classified in Class 4-F by their re- 
spective local boards. After Aug. 
1 the induction of these men will 
be controlled by separate calls but 
no limited service man will be in- 
ducted unless he has previously been 
found acceptable tor limited service 
at the induction station. 

Selective Seryiee Regulations have 
been amended to provide for the con- 
tinuance in Class 1A with the letter 
(I.i added, of selectees who by ex- 
amination at the induction station 
have been found acceptable for lim- 
ited service. All such men will be 
returned to the local board follow- 
ing the induction station examina- 
tion and will at a later date be for- 
warded again for induction to fill a 
call for limited service men only. 

Local boards have been directed 
to oegin immediate reclassification 
of all registrants now in ( lass 4-F 
who have heretofore been found 
qualified for limited service but ad- 
ministratively rejected at the induc- 
tion station as in excess of quota. All 
such registrants will, under Selective 
Service Regulations, he accorded the 
full rights of any other registrant 
with regard to hearings and appeals 
at the time of their reclassification. 
In this connection it is urged that all 
of these registrants report in writ- 
ing to their local boards any change 
of status that may have occurred 
since their previous rejection at the 
induction station, so that local boards 
may begin reconsideration of all 
these cases with up-to-date informa- 
tion which might have a bearing on 
the final classification.

K l)E LA FLOOCHE IS HEADED 
FOR TROUBLE 

Several oi out readers have cx- 
presse 1 their pleasure in noting the 
return of E de la Flooche to our 
columns, but since he usually makes a 
point of interest in his poetry, they 
are wondering why he is -o interested 
in his trees all of a sudden.

I have put a very considerable 
amount of effort into the planting 
and care of a victory garden this year 
but find that I am not to be rewarded 
with a crop because of marauders 
and vandals. 1 planted 185 hills of 
corn and was just about to start pick- 
ing. Now it is all gone, torn down 
and devoured. 

Nothing can be done to protect my- 
self because this hidden enemy is pro- 
tected by law. To be sure my prop- 
erty can be protected by force but 
that will not help as the corn is all 
destroyed before the full might of our 
mechanized forces can come into ac- 
tion against the enemy. 

Apparently the squirrels may eat 
but I must starve. These destructive 
animals climb the corn stalks wisk off 
the husks and nibble the ripening corn 
right before your eyes. 

It is impractical for the individual 
to do away with the squirrels as it is 
too dangerous to shoot them in this 
community. Traps are too slow as 
the squirrel eats the corn before one 
can penetrate the rodents brain and 
figure out how to set the trap so that 
the animal will step in it. 

To shoot or trap squirrels unless 
they are damaging property is ap- 
parently illegal. It is too late to get 
them after they start t heir destructive 
act ion. 

I wonder if there is anyone among-' 
your many readers who could offer a 
solution for this difficult but press- 
ing problem.

A blood-donor registration center 
was established in Winchester today 
by the Winchester Chapter of the 
American Red Cross, and for the next 
two months an intensive drive to get 
residents of the town to give blood 
for war use will be made by a com- 
mittee headed by Mrs. Ruth E. Hit- 
ton.

As Nazi troops pour into north* 
ern Italy, the oft-disputed Italian Ty- 
i rol again becomes part of Italia irre- 
; denta, Italy unredeemed. It has been 
i within Italy's northern boundary 
| since the signing of the Treaty of St. 
; Germain with Austria in 1919, says 
: the National Geographic Society. 

Italia irredenta is a patriotic and 
j political term that has been loosely 
i applied by Italians over the past 70 
! years to lands which they have re- 
garded as Italian, but which have 
! been held under foreign rule. Nice, 
Corsica and Tunisia fitted the term 
; in the I870's, and in 1938 became the 
, cry of Fascists at Rome emboldened 
by the conquest of Ethiopia. 
I In 1915 Austria's Southern Tyrol 
and adjacent territory stood foremost 
as Italia irredenta, and brought Italy 
into World War 1 on the side of the 
Allies. Result, this land, now being 
overrun by Nazis, was redeemed by 
Italy and removed from the irredenta 
list. 

The part of the mountainous Aus- 
trian Tyrol ceded to Italy at St. Ger- 
main matches Connecticut in area. 
Except for about 170 square miles it

ing of the Bolzano region on the north 
and the Trento region on the >outh. 
The border was thus pushed north 
from the southern foot of the Tyrol 
near Verona to the line of the Alpine 
ridge through which the Brenner pass 
cuts. 

Typical of the many European bor- 
der line bones of contention, this Ty- 
rol area has been a perpetual cause 
of dispute. Held by Austria for a 
century prior to World 1. its Bolzano 
(Austrian: Bozen) region is strong- 
ly German and its Trento region is 
even more strongly Italian. Italy's 
ancient claim on the entire region is 
based on the strategic justice of a 
bonier at the crest of the Alps. In 
the whole area there are normally 
about 400,000 Italians ami 2.50. 000 
Germans, 

Farming and forestry are the 
principal pursuits of Venezia Triden- 
tina. In recent peace years it has 
provided one-fifth of Italy's lumber 
production, and a smaller but impor- 
tant part of the kingdom's rye, po- 
tatoes, apples, pears and mulberry 
trees for silkworm cultivation. Farms 
are owner-operated more than 
where in Italy, and are mostly 
der 25 acres. 

Under Fascist rule water power

Uganda, British east African 
Protectorate which is celebrating its 
golden jubilee this year, is the Af- 
rican counterpart of Minnesota, a 
land of lakes and the source of the 
continent's largest river, says the 
National Geographic Society." 

As the main origin of the Nile 
River, Uganda contributes heavily to 
Egypt's fertility. It had a finger 
in the making of history centuries 
before its own recorded history be- 
gan in 1862. In the last 50 years 
it has become Britain's model -pro- 
tectorate. 

Native Kinir, His Highness, to British 

The Baganda, most numerous native 
race, take easily to the discipline of 
organized society. Before the British 
came they had been ruled by a strong 
native dynasty whose kings were 
called Kabakas. 

T r i b a) government functioned 
smoothly. British officials seldom 
needed to interfere. This understruc- 
ture of African discipline is still the 
foundation of British authority. Eng- 
land honors the Kabaka by calling 
him "His Highness." 

The Baganda speak Bantu. Some 
have learned English and are typists 
and Clerks in British concerns. Oth- 
ers are tradesmen. Most of them, 
however, farm for a living, and many 
own their own farms. 

Golf Courses at Nile Source 

Uganda also is peopled by N'ilotes 
and Hamites. N'ilotes are hard work- 
ers. Hamites, physically strong, are 
lazy. Pigmies constitute the only 
other Luanda racial group of any 
importance. They are intelligent, live 
in remote places. 

A material progress and even so- 
phistication at odds with the general 
impression of dark Africa has invad- 
ed the Protectorate. A golf course 
-prcads along the shore of Lake Vic- 
toria where the Nile begins. This 
main source was discovered only M 
years ago. Entebbe. British admin- 
istrative capital, a story book town, 
aNo overlooks : he lake. Kampala, 
native capital, is the busy and pro- 
gressive commercial and communica- 
t ion center id' t lie count ry. 

Stanley, note. I African explorer, 
called Uganda the pearl of Africa. 
It is still considered a pearl of pro- 
ductivity, It ranks second in the Bri- 
tish Empire in cotton production, Siz- 
able exports in coffee, gold, sugar, 
bides and -kins, tin and tobacco also 
make Uganda valuable. Ivory one.' 
led all exports, but development of 
plastics cut deeply into the ivory 
market. Now the Protectorate suffers 
from a surplus of elephants. 

Vfrica's Dixie

Striking geographic parallels and 
history-repeats angles are apparent 
in a comparison of the battles for 
Tunisia and for Sicily, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. In the 
last stages of '>oth campaigns, Allied 
forces moved eastward and northeast- 
ward to squeeze the Axis defenders 
within the limits of a rugged an<l 
mountainous peninsula. 

The northeast tip of Sicily, on the 
underside of which is situated the es- 
cape port of Messina, is roughly sim- 
ilar in shape and terrain to the famed 
( ape Hon Peninsula, scene of the fi- 
nal crackup of Axis power in Nor+h 
Africa. In hoth regions, the moun- 
tain ranges limit and channel the 
course of operations. 

Coastal Roads Vulnerable 
The Sicilian peaks are much higher 
and the country more rugged than in 
Tunisia. Sicily's volcanic Mount Et- 
na* strongly fortified on its lower 
slopes by the Germans, towers nearly 
IO.jsiw feet. Other mountains to the 
r.ovth rise more than 4000 feet.

Winchester's Observation Post <it- 
, uated off Ridge street is manned by 
■ a group of patriotic men and women. 
; directed by Stafford Rogers, World 
I War Veteran and Past Commander 
\ of Winchester Post !»7. A. L . who is 
Chief Observer, The local post is un- 
! der the Boston Fighter Wing of the 
| Army which has the responsibility of 
[defending this area against air at- 
i tacks. Since 35 per cent of all the 
targets in the United States are lo- 
I cated !>etween Boston and Baltimore 
I it is vitally important that this area 
be guarded against surprise attack' 
! night and day. Although not actually 
i in the Nation's armed fortes the mem- [ 
bers of aircraft observation post< are 
' actually under Army supervision and 
| directly responsible to Army orders. 

The importance of these observers 
i become- apparent when it is known 
j that without their service more 'ban 
50,000 soldiers and 16 time- a- many I 
j airplanes would have to be kept con- 
I stantly on patrol. 

'■ The Winchester Post, like all others. 
' is manned day and night, 24 hours 1 
j each day. Though vitally important 
the service required of observers- is ' 
| not difficult. Whet: a piano passes 
i within sight or hearing of an ibser- 
| vation post it i- reported by tele- 
I photie to at! Information Center. 
These reports are there received, 
evaluated and relayed to the Opera- 
tions Room where the course of each 
flight is plotted on a huge map. Ofti- 
cials of the Army. Navy. Anti-Air- 
craft and all civilian defense units 
watch the progress of each flight 
from a balcony. Each officer knows 
where the planes of his unit ate at 
all times and identifies each flight as 
it appears on the map. 

Most civilian observers have jobs 
requiring- a major portion of their 
time, nut they still are able to devote 
a part of their spare time to the es- 
sentia! work of plane spotting, A 
volunteer can select hours for duty 
which will not conflict with his daily 
routine. 

Winchester is in urgent need of 
more observers to man its post, and 
plans a concerted drive to increase its 
personnel during Aircraft Warning 
Seivice Week next week. Any man 
or woman who can devote a few 
hours of his or her time during the 
; morning, afternoon or evening to the 
important work of the post is urged 
to call Chief Observer Stafford Rog- 
ers, Win. 0221 who will furnish any 
information wanted and tell just how 
he or she can register as a civilian 
observer of the Boston Fighter Wing.

The pioblem of changing from 
war work, after World War I. to 
peacetime production, plunged us 
into a lor.g and grim depression. 

Rural America felt this depres- 
sion five years ahead of industry 
and business. We tried to warn la- 
bor and capital but they would not 
believe the warning and insisted the 
rainbow and the pot of gold at the 
end would last forever. 

Finally, the bubble broke and the 
storm came. We had 12 million ! 
unemployed, the domestic market 
for farm production was gone, and 
even the smaller export market sur- j 
vived only when we loaned Europe j 
the money to buy our products, j 
Farm income was reduced, mort- | 
gages increased and many farmers , 
lost their farms while industry, big j 
and little, was at its wits' end to 
survive. 

To Prevent a Worse Depression. 

Our problem is to prevent even a 
worse depression at the end of this \ 
war. Every industry, big and little, j 
has been retooled to produce air- i 
planes, tanks, cannon and weapons 
of war. Millions and millions of dol- 
lars have been spent for this pur- 
pose. 

When this war is ended it will ' 
take the same millions of dollars i 
to turn these industries back to 
peace-time production. 

Lessons of World War I. 

We learned after World War I that 
our country cannot prosper unless 
agriculture prospers. We know now j 
that our country cannot prosper un- ! 
less agriculture, business and indus- 
try, and labor are all prosperous. 
Whatever our personal feeling may 
be, the fact remains that all of | 
these groups taken together make up i 
our domestic market which con- j 
sumes over 90 per cent of our total 
production. 

Labor can purchase its maximum j 
of farm products if each worker has 1 
a permanent job at good wages. The j 
employer can pay good wages if he , 
has something useful to manufacture 
and some one has the desire and the 
money to buy it. Jobs at good wages i 
depend upon an employer who is j 
making the money necessary to pay 
the wages. 

Farm Prices Reflect Good Business. 

This makes it plain that with em- 
ployers and business busy in use- 
ful undertakings, with all workers 
employed at good wages, farm 
prices will be good and consump- 
tion at its maximum. 

The key to the situation is that 
employers shall have the cash mon- 
ey at hand to change from war man- 
ufacture to peace-time activity with 
the least possible delay when this 
war ends. 

Our United States Senate is 
searching for a plan that will pro- 
duce maximum revenue to the gov- 
ernment to insure victory; provide 
a fund at the end of the war big 
enough and quickly enough to con- 
vert business and industry from war 
work to peacetime necessity, but 
without the government having to I 
borrow and lend the money for this 
purpose after the war is over. 
Here Is a Simple, Practical Plan. 

For the solution of all these prob- i 
lems there is one simple plan of out- 
standing practical value, based on 
the idea that war profits from all 
companies, big and little, should be . 
used for this purpose. 

The tax rate on war profits is fig- , 
ured at about 90 per cent. Business 
and industry, big and little, would 
be permitted, however, to deduct 
from their taxable war profits 20 
per cent of such profits, provided 
the deduction is used to purchase 
United States Recovery bonds. 

Recovery bonds would be a spe- 
cial kind of bond for this purpose j 
only. Recovery bonds could not be 
sold or borrowed upon during the 
war. and neither would they pay any 
interest. They must be held by the 
purchaser until the end of the war. 

The day the war is over these 
bonds would automatically start to 
bear interest, could be bought and 
sold, and become the same as any 
other government bond. The pur- ; 
chaser could sell them or borrow 1 
upon them to obtain the money to 
change his business and plant from 
war production to peace-time pro- 
duction when and as he needed mon- 
ey to do this job. 
Profits for Peace-Time Recovery. 
In other words, business, big or 
little, would be required to contrib. 
ute 20 per cent of its own war 
profits to provide the money to 
change its own plants back to peace- 
time production. 

The fairness and equity of such a 
plan is perfectly plain. Each com- 
pany, by using 20 per cent of its own 
war profits to buy Recovery bonds, 
builds its own backlog to bridge 
from war production to normal 
peace-time activities. Big compa- 
nies and small companies will buy 
in proportion to their size and needs 
until the war is over. In the mean- 
time, our uovernment receives the 
maximum in revenue to produce for 
victory, and we, the people, have es- 
tablished security against the worst 
depression of all time. "» 

With such a plan adopted and in 
operation, we can all give our maxi- 
mum to the war effort, secure in the 
fact that when the war is over we 
can quickly and safely go back to 
the paths of peace. The necessity ' 
for such a plan is so apparent, the 
e\ils of depression so grim and 
widespread that we, the people, can j 
well afford to take time out to sup- 
port our senators and congress::, n 
in this effort to bypass ano'vher tie- . 
pression. 



Allied occupation of Italy would at 
once raise the problem of supplement- 
ing; the food of the Italian people, for 
Italy has never been self-sufficient in 
agriculture, and, since entering the 
war, has looked to Germany for some 
of its food requirements. 

Even in normal times Italians 
person had only a quarter of the' 
and veal to which Americans 
Britons are accustomed, and less 
half the French average, says the 
tional Geographic Society. Much ! 
was imported. 

Meat Supply Cut by War 
With a third the population of the 
United States.

The appearance of the name Mun- 
da in the Solomons Islands was the 
result of their discovery by Don Ai- 
varo de Mendana, who sailed west 
from Callao. Peru, in 156? in search 
of treasure lands. The Islands were 
named after King Solomon because 
they were supposed to be the source 
of the gold with which the king deco- 
rated the temple of Jerusalem. 

The name Munda now appears ..n 
charts of the southwest Pacific in 
Munda Bar. between N'usalavata an I 
Tatapuraka Islands, and in Munda 
Point, an angle of New Georgia" 
northwest coast. Japanese invaders 
developed tile point because it had a 
pier with a navigable depth of LI fee: 
of water alongside. 

Matters of Faith and Works 

A settlement near Munda Point 
grew from the establishment of a 
Methodist mission, westward of Ru- 
biana Village where the mission open- 
ed a hospital. Conversion of New- 
Georgia'- head-hunting natives began 
more than 30 years ago. A sawmill 
was set up by the missionaries and 
the natives were trained in wood- 
working. The church, a school for 
native children, and bungalows, were 
built with the help of the islanders. 

Old cannahalistic tendencies had 
been overcome, for the most part, 
though the traditional skull houses 
still stood. Modern -ports were grad- 
ually taking hold. Efforts to win the 
native women to civilized dress had 
been fostered by the introduction of 
sewing machines. A wireless tele- 
graph station, set up before the war. 
had kept New Georgia in touch with 
the outer world.

The city is situated on the high 
right bank of the Desna River, says 
the National Geographic Society. The 
land to the east is low and the roads 
in this area are impassable during a 
good part of the year. To the north 
are the Bryansk forests; south, the 
wooded steppes. 

Two main rail lines serve Bryansk: 
1 one from Mo-cow to Kiev, about 235 
mile- southwest of the capital, and 
the other .vest from Orel to Smolensk. 
These rail facilities and local iron 
ires were important factors in the ci- 
ty's industrial growth. 

More than a century and a half ago 
Bryansk began to develop as a muni- 
tion- center by the establishment of 
a nun foundry in connection with the 
local arsenal. Many of its factories 
recently were converted to war indus- 
: ry. 

Ringed With Factories 

The surrounding area has been im- 
portant industrially in recent years 
and the city has counted as its own 
nearly 70,000 people living in the 
-mokestack suburbs. Among the heavy 
industries are locomotive and engin- 
eering works, steel mills turning out 
rails, machine shops and cement 
plants. Bottle factories and other 
light industries were also notable. 

Under the tsars Bryansk had a bad 
name because of the unhealthful hous- 
ing for workers. Housing projects, 
with clubs, schools, bathhouses, and 
launderies, developed by the Soviet 
Government made the city an indus- 
trial show place. 

Bryansk was founded in the 12th 
century at the junction of two of the 
principal streams of the Desna River. 
It soon became a trading center, ship- 
ping main and cattle down the river 
to Kiev. Parts of the town's ancient 
ramparts remain. 

Bryansk is the center of Byransk 
Province, where only an eighth of the 
people live in the cities and factory 
district. Most of the inhabitants are 
occupied in grazing. They have Com- 
mittees of Public Mutual Aid.

Factory Center Crusted With Culture 

Kassel, German inland industrial 
city battered in the longest thrust of 
American bombers based in Britain, 
had recently felt the fury of an air 
attack at second hand. !>>ng an R. 
A. Y. target, its latest baptism of fire 
was preceded by a baptism of river 
water. When British flyers blasted 
the Eder Hani, 10 miles from Kassel 
on the Eder River, they unleashed 
floods that swept away power sta- 
tions and disrupted Kassel's war pro- 
duction. 

Kassel sprawls over the banks of 
the Fulda River, a stream fed by the 
Eder, says the National Geographic 
Society. Lower levels of the Fulda 
Valley were favored as industrial 
sites. Fifteen miles northeast from 
Kassel the Fulda joins the Wcrra to 
; start the Weser on its winding course 
I through forested hills to Minden ami 
across the coastal plain to Bremen 
' and the North Sea. 

Made Planes and Locomotives 
Targel of the flying fortresses 
was a plane factory. Chief claim to 
industrial fame was the Henschel 
locomotive works, biirirest in Europe, 
the Germans used to say. Tens of 
thousands of locomotives for Oh 
World lines have been built at Kasse 
since Center of important rai 

routes. Kassel also tinned out coaches 
and other rolling stock. It made glider 
planes, scientific instruments, chemi- 
cals and drugs. It had textile plants 
and other industries of direct aid to 
the Nazi war machine. 

Although these industries support- 
ed a quarter million people in the 
city and its neighboring communi- 
ties, Kassel was widely known as a 
city of parks, gardens and culture. 
Tourist sights dot the wooded and 
landscaped hills back to the famous 
Wilhelmshohe Palace, three miles 
west of the river. They include the 
Art Gallery with works of Rem- 
brandt, Rubens, and Van Dyck. the 
State Library, directed a century 
ago by the brothers Grimm of fairy 
tale fame; the Bellevue Palace: 
Orangery Palace; and Landgraves' 
.Museum. 

The Frankish town of Chassala 
stood on Kassel's site a thousand 
years ago.

Italy's scenic wonders are offering 
aid and comfort to her enemies. For 
examples. Mt. Vesuvius, continental 
Europe's only active volcano, nightly 
sends out a blackout-proof beacon- 
light to guide Allied bombers to Na- 
ples. 

Mt. Vesuvius, rising nearly 1000 
feet within five miles of the sea, is 
southern Italy's most conspicuous 
landmark, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Smoke and vapor 
steadily stream from the crater's 
mouth, making a plume visible for 
miles. 

At night. Vesuvius becomes a neon 
sign pointing the way to Italy's 
greatest port ami third-largest city. 
During darkness, the rising vapors re- 
flect the molten lava within the cra- 
ter, and their bright, flamelike cast 
largely nullifies the local blackout. 

The cone of the volcano is seven 
miles southeast from the center of 
Naples. Even when haze or low clouds 
obscure the harbor and city, the moun- 
tain lop may pierce the fog and be 
seen from planes. Then, by map ori- 
entation, airmen may proceed from

As ;lie battle for Sicily nears its 
climax, the toe of the Italian main- 
land boot, just across the narrow 
Strait of Messina, looms as a possi- 
ble means of escape for Axis troops 
and as a ready-made bridge for Al- 
lied invasion. 

Rimmed by the sea on three sides, 
the southernmost tip of the Italian 
mainland is occupied by the moun- 
tainous, steep-shored Province of Ca- 
labria, a land cut by many surging 
streams with roads zigzagging double 
'.he airline distances from place to 
place, says the National Geographic 
Society. Most of the region is bar- 
ren. In -summer coastal areas are 
hot; for half the year snow covers 
the mile-high peaks. 

Mountain streams are not naviga- 
ble, and there are no large settle- 
ments in the interior. Railroads fol- 
low the coast. 

Calabria is one of the less-densely 
populated provinces of populous Italy. 
Although it is a fifth larger than the 
State of Connecticut, its popualtion 
total about matches the figure for the 
New England State. Most Calabrians 
live on the coast. " 

Best landing is at Reggio. From 
us mole-protected harbor passengers 
and trains were ferried to Messina on 
the Sicilian coast. 

At Scilla, across the northeast tip 
of Sicily, a castle tops a 200- foot 
rocky headland. On either side are 
sandy bays, backed by rugged, deep- 
ly-notched bluffs. 

Rich in Power Sites 

The region has many hydro-electric 
possibilities, and more than 15 power 
sites have been developed. The pow- 
er was used by plants processing farm 
products, textile mills, saw mills and 
furniture factories. Industries em- 
ployed nearly a fifth >f the people. 

Calabria got first consideration in 
plans to relieve Italy's food shortage. 
With more than 11)0 million acres un- 
der irrigation, the province was Ita- 
ly's largest reclamation project. 
Greater wheat* production was a ma- 
1 jor purpose. Early in the century, 
before reclamation projects increased 
productivity. Calabria was yearly los- 
ing four per cent of its population 
by emigration to the United States. 

An eighth of the land was used for 
grazing half a million sheep, half as 
many goats, a fourth as many cattle. 
Reforestation made progress before 
the war. Fertile coastal areas yield 
olives, grapes, citrus fruits and figs. 
Sixty-five per cent of the Calabrians 
are farmers. Fishing was commer- 
cially important along the coast, es- 
pecially in the waters of the Strait 
of Messina.

Boiled bamboo. Army style, is like- 
ly to become a familiar dish to Amer- 
ican soldiers on their own in Pacific 
lands, if the War Department's man- 
ual on emergency food plants guides 
their transplanted tastes. Boiling 
down the official language, the edible 
young shoots can be spotted near the 
base of elder stalks, and must be rid 
of their hairy sheaths and cooked, 
cut up for boiling, left whole for 
roasting. Result, an asparaguslike 
delicacy. 

Youngster-: now pushing through 
the jungles of Polynesia and Malaysia 
know bamboo as one of the savory 
ingredients of chop suey. At horn-' 
it also means fishing poles, canes ana 
phonograph needles. But bamboo i., 
many things to many men. says the 
National Geographic Society, it is one 
of the world's most serviceable grass- 
es, a fiber of all work in its native 
tropical climes. 

Plant That Aims High 

Deep into the soil the plant thrusts 
it> roots which make a strong under- 
ground network. From them emerge 
the stalks which may soar 120 feet 
and measure more than a foot in dia- 
meter. Growth is rapid. Bamboos 
grow in clumps like many smaller 
grasses. The tallest -talks may be 
bare of leaves for 75 feet. At maturity 
some species are so tough that knives 
and whetstones are fashioned from 
the hard outer coats. 

Old as the bamboo is in the serv- 
ice of man, a complete compilation of 
its uses is still unfinished business. 
There is a story that a missionary 
listed 440 uses and then withheld his 
work because he felt sure he would 
come across other uses. 

Oriental builders and artisans look 
upon bamboo as one of their basic na- 
tural resources. Split stalks are 
worked into floors, walls and roofs of 
houses. Bamboo scaffolding is a fa- 
miliar sight in the Far East. Stalks 
are ready-made water pipes. 

A house can be completely furnish- 
ed and outfitted as well as built, in 
the bamboo manner, with chairs, 
tables, beds, baskets, ladders, curtain 
rods, bird cages, flower stands, mats, 
tools and teapot of this all-purpose 
I fiber. 

A Bamboo Civilization 

Far Eastern shops have regularly 
offered a variety of bamboo articles 
as their stock in trade. On their 
shelves and in their windows could lie 
seen fans with bamboo staves and 
souvenirs finely carved from bamboo 
roots. Chop sticks and knives and 
forks were displayed, along with cig- 
arette cases, pipes and pens. 

Much oriental transportation relies 
on bamboo for its vehicles. Junks and 
sampans are commonly built with 
bamboo upper works. Sail boats with 
bamboo masts are commonplace. Split 
stems do for rope. Jinrikishas and 
sedan chairs of bamboo are seen 
throughout the East, ( art and wheel- 
barrow bodies are aslo made of this 
t reel ike grass. 

Even the leaves are used. They are 
sewn together, shingle-like, to make 
dresses. Some natives relish them as 
food. For the Oriental the bamboo is 
truly a staff of life. 



GROUND OBSERVER WEEK 

There are 1,600,000 men and women 
of the Ground Observer Corp. of the 
Aircraft Wanting Service under the 
command of the U. S. Army. These 
people are like you and me. and our 
neighbors, all average Americans, rich 
and poor, in high places and low. 
They are volunteer and unpaid mem- 
bers in the very first line trenches of 
our home front. They are rated by 
the Army a- the field intelligence 
agents upon whom the Air Forces de- 
pend in making defensive and offen- 
sive plans to cope with enemy raid- 
er- when they come. 

Long range radio detector* that 
pick up the planes far out at sea are 
the ear- of the Air Forces. The ob- 
server of the Ground Observer Corps 
at the sacrifice of time, tires and gas- 
oline keep the thousands of observa- 
tion posts on the alert around the 
clock and through the calendar are 
the eyes of the Forces. 

When the ohserver picks up the tel- 
ephone and says. Armv Flash, those 
words touch off the interceptor sys- 
tem which is the keystone of our air 
defense. Within seconds the observer 
is connected with the Army Informa- 
tion Center. Here the flights of all 
planes is charted and checked. When 
at! unidentified plane i- reported, in- 
terceptor planes take off within three 

♦ minutes of the receipt of the flash. 
It is from these centers that all ra- 
dio stations can be ordered off the 
air. commercial planes grounded, 
fighters and bombers sent aloft, an- 
ti-aircraft and search-light crews in- 
structed and Civilian Air Raid War- 
dens notified, so sirens may be 

: sounded and policemen and firemen 

; put on the alert. 

In the words of (Jen. John. K. Can- 
non of the Air Forces, "No civilian 
group will ever do a greater job. We 
of the Air Forces salute them for 

i their devotion to duty, their unfail- 

, ing patriotic and loyal service to their 

I country. 

When we ask for volunteers for the 
Aircraft Warning Service, we are ask- 
ing you to take an active part in the 
defense of your country ami your 
home. This job is just as important 
i to the nation as is the job of the sen- 
try on duty in Iceland. It is as ne- 
cessary as the job of the sailor on 
watch as his transport ploughs 
through waters of fhe Atlantic or 
Pacific. 

You do not have to pass any phy- 
sical examination. You do not have 
to be within the age limits of the 
draft. You can be fat and 50 or old- 
er. There is no age limit. Men who 
have been unable to get into the Arm- 



ed service may qualify for this job 
and know they are rendering a serv- 
ice that the military authorities con- 
sider just as vital as that of any sol- 
dier or marine on guard. 

Be a real American and do your 
part and show the men at the front, 
that you are behind them 100 per 
cent, what is more, that you are will- 
ing to prove it by making this sacri- 
fice of your time.

Importance of the country's canals 
as wartime transportation arteries ' 
turns the spotlight of history on the 
origin ami development of the Na- 
tion's waterways, says the National 
(ieographic Society. 

More than a century ago. on Jui\ 
4, |828| two men turned spades whicii 
-tarted a rivalry between railroads 
and canals. President John Quinsy 
Adams broke ground for the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Canal, and Charles 
Carroll of Carrollton began construc- 
tion of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road. The rivalry continued until the 
outbreak of World War l< 

Canal traffic reached its peak in 
the 1810's, declined when the rail- 
roads crisscrossed the country, ( anal 
transportation was cheap, but it was 
also slow, and railroads made their 
bid for business with the new element 
of speed. 

In 1917 pressure on rail facilities by 
troops and war supplies revive*! canal 
transportation as a natural supple- 
ment to railroads. Hut the revival 
was short-lived. Post-war develop- 
ment of motor transport and the 
rapid extension of motor highways 
diverted public interest in canals. 

War Revives Canals 

The current World War has given 
canals; new life. Rail lines are jam- 
med. Troop trains are tailed by flat- 
cars loaded with jeeps anil landing 
barges. Freight trains bulge with 
food and clothing, iron and steel and 
coal, materials for building munitions 
plants and plane factories, timber 
from forests and scrap from the four 
corners of the United States. Motor 
transportation is hampered by spotty . 
gas shortages. 

Canals, with their barges, are eas- 
ing the load OH over-crowded railroads 
whose service is necessarily limited 
by their rolling stock. Locomotives 
and cars cannot be built while iron 
and steel are vitally needed for tank.;, 
planes, ships and irun*. Inland barges 
can be made of wood. 

Like the rivers of the United States 
the canals are under control of the 
War Department. Statistics for 1^42 
traffic on inland waterways show an 
increase over the 1941 total. 

Canals total about 4000 miles, 
though many, including the James 
River ('anal in Virginia, the Mian.i 
Canal between Toledo and Cincinnati, 
and the Chesapeake and Ohio from 
Washington, D. C, to Cumberlan I, 
Maryland, are now obsolete. Our ca- 
nals have never been used for com- 
merce as much as those of European 
countries. 

Presidents Promoted Canals 

Canal building in the United States 
began during the first decade after 
the Revolution with construction of 
a passage around the Connecticut 
River falls at South Hadley, Mass. 
The first canal for general passengei 
and freight use was the Middlesex Ca- 
nal. Finished in 1804, it bore pack-: 
ets between Boston and Lowell for 
nearly 50 years. 

George Washington was much in- 
terested in the commercial possibili 
ties of canals, and fostered their con- ; 
struction. Between 17!io and 181 i 
several were built in Pennsylvania 
and central New York. The St. Ma- 
rys Canal at Sault Ste. Mario, still 
one of the busiest, was opened to na- 
vigation in 1855. In 1915 the United 
States Government completed the Ce- 
lilo Canal around the rapids "f the 
Columbia River at the Dalles. This 
eight mile waterway links Lewis ton, 
Idaho, 400 miles inland, to the Pacific. 

Many states have improved old ca- 
nals and built new ones. New York 
State has reconstructed the historic 
Brie Canal at a cost of $170,000,000. 
Thomas Jefferson's interest in canal- 
prompted a survey, in 1808. by a com-

IT. HALL ON BLASTED ALCHIBA 



Lt. Harmon Hall, USNR, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. H. A. Hal! of Madison 
avenue, recently home on leave, was 
on the U. S. S. Alchiba, Navy supply 
boat, when she went through the 
thrilling- adventures that finally 
caused her to be officially reported as 
"lost" eight months ago. Today she 
is back at sea again thanks to Yan- 
kee resourcefulness, skill and a 
large order of sheer grit. 

The Alchiba ran supplies into the 
Solomons and made three trips under 
the bomb bays of Jap planes. On the 
fourth, while riding at anchor off 
Guadalcanal laden with aviation gaso- 
line, ammunition and bombs, she was 
basted by a Jap torpedo. Despite the 
inferno caused by blazing gasoline and 
exploding ammunition the ship's skip- 
per. Comdr. James S. Freeman, de- 
cided to save her and beached the 
boat with flames leaping 150 feet in 
the air. 

For five days the plucky crew re- 
mained on the scorching decks, tossing 
explosives overboard, hardly a safe 
and sane pastime, but they saved all 
but WO tons of the cargo and were 
characterized by the executive officer 
a? the best crew he ever had. 

Then on Dec. 7 the Japs got two 
more torpedoes into the Alchiba, rip- 
ping her port side and flooding her 
engine-room. It was after this that 
the Navy announced the end of the 
-hip. 

On the beach at Guadalcanal, how- 
ever, salvage crews pumped her out, 
patched her bulkhead and got her 
afloat. Then at a repair base the fa- 
mous Seabees made her seaworthy 
enough to risk the 5800 mile trip 
back home, but during the three weeks 
voyage the sea sloshed in and out of 
the two holes in her hull, one 47 feet 
across and the other, a mere 39. At 
a we-t coast shipyard engineers dis- 
covered that her keel was broken in 
two places and they called her trip to 
the States a miracle. 

Now her fire-blackened hull is 
again sound. Skipper Freeman won 
the Navy Cross and eight others of 
the crew, silver stars, the Alchiba her- 
self receiving a unit citation. There 
were but three casualties, one of these 
having been in the hold where a tor- 
pedo exploded.

LT. BURNS AT FORT ( I STER 



1st Lt. Walter J. Burns of the Uni- 
ted States Army Military Police, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. George F. Burns of 
Canal street, is now stationed at Fort 
Custer, Mich., where he is attached 
to the inspection division of the Pro- 
vost Marshall General. He has been 

I lecturing on orientation under the 
training program at Fort Custer. 

I Lt. Burns, has been awarded both 
the Silver Star and the Distinguished 

' Service Cross for gallantry during the 

1 American landings in North Africa 
last November. He was awarded the 
D. S. C. after Lt. (Jen. George S. Pat- 

: ton. Jr.. commander of the U. S. 7th 
Army, now fighting in Siciliy, had 
personally investigated and decided 
his deed justified an award of high- 
er merit. 

On the morning of Nov. !), 1942, Lt. 
i Burns was commanding a landing 
boat bound for shore during the 
fighting at Casablanca. When bis 
coxswain's leg was shot away by ene- 
; my fire the Winchester officer took 
I the helm and though a novice at 
handling a boat, managed to evade the 
enemy temporarily, 

In a subsequent blast he himself 
Was wounded in the thigh but remain- 
ed at his post until his boat was sunk, 
his calmness and courage maintain- 
ing order among his men. 

For 30 minutes after the boat was 
sunk, all but one of the 40 men in it 
remained afloat until finally picked 
up as prisoners of war by a French 
destroyer. The destroyer was later 
] sunk by American gun-fire, it has 
been learned. 

Five days later Lt. Burns and his 
; men were landed at Casablanca 
| when the Americans captured the 
port and they were returned to the 
I'. S. Occupational Forces. Lt. Burns 
took charge of his reorganized com- 
pany and for many weeks worked on 
crutches. 

The physical strain took it* toll 
and when his weight had dropped 
from 1SH to 137 pounds he was ship- 
ped hack to the United States with 
other wounded. He entered Valley 
Forge Hospital at Phoenixville. Pa..

his transfer to Fort Custer following 
a furlough at his home in Winches- 
ter. 

Lt. Burns, who is 28 and a former 
employee of the Boston Edison Com- 
pany entered the Army as a private 
and rose to sergeant before he re- 
ported to Officer Candidate School at 
Fort Penning.

There seems to be some confusion 
in the minds of many of our em- 
ployees as to the methods this com- 
pany uses in the purchase of various 
parts and pieces supposed to be at- 
tached to tanks. The purpose of this 
memo is to clarify the SIMPLE pro- 
cedure we follow: To illustrate our 
methods we will use a simple, hypo- 
thetical example. 

Suppose our company completes 
the fabrication of a tank. Just as we 
are about to push it out the door, a 
workman discovers that the engineer- 
tank 

failed to provide two nuts needed to 
hold the tail assembly in place. It 
now becomes necessary to acquire 
these nuts. So what does the work- 
man? After lunch he notifies his 
lead man, the lead man notifies the 
foreman, who calls the department 
clerk, who issues a shop order (S. O.) 
This shop order is issued in quadrup- 
licate. One copy goes to our gen- 
eral manager, one to the shop, atid 
one to the outside production depart- 
ment. The other copy is thrown away. 
Now we have a shop order (S. O.) 
After traveling about the plant for 
'a day or so, the shop order ( S. O.) 
arrives at the P. O. Dept. To it, how- 
ever, have been attached various pa- 
pers, including Hi blueprints ami an 
The authority card 
of no special importance and can 
be ignored in this discussion. Its 
principal use is to have something to 
pin the shop order (S. O.) and blue 
prints on while in transit. These pa- 
llets arrive at our department in the 
8 a. m. mail at 9.30 in the morning. 
Promptly at 11.15 the same morning 
17 E. O.'s Xo. 426894-326-4-1 arrive. 
By adding the last five numbers to- 
gether, we know at a glance that 
these IT E. O.'s should be attached to 
the lf> blueprints on the nut order. 
W r hat happened is that after the shop 
order (S. O.) was issued someone dis- 
covered the only tool available at the 
tail station for applying the nuts was 
a hexagon wrench, a summary situ- 
ation not provided for in the blue- 
prints. 

Now we are ready to get bids. Kid 
requests are sent out to three nut 
factories, in accordance with govern- 
ment regulations. Only one bid conies 
back, so we decide to order the nuts 
from a local distributor whose service 
has been good. 

The next, step is to issue the actual 
purchase order. This operation is 
started by a group of persons in the 
write-up department, who, working 
together, produce a paper known as 
a requisition. On this paper the 
writers place various marks, signs, 
and blind figures. This is done by 
passing the paper back and forth un- 
til it is all filled out. 

The requisition is then turned over 
to the hectowriter who types a master 
copy of the actual purchase order. 
This is done by simply copying the 
date shown on the requisition ami 
then adding various quotations, 
phrases, paragraphs, -priority ratings, 
terms; in fact, almost anything. A 
quotation from the Bible goes over 
big. and once we got good Ye-ults on 
one where we used some stanzas from 
Barnacle Rill. 

The master copy of the purchase or- 
der is then turned over to Mary, who 
discovers 6*7 errors; she sends it back 
for correction; 49 of the errors are 
corrected. 18 missed, and 8 new er- 
rors made in making the correction. 
The purchase order is now ready 
the ditto machine. On this

The tank is pushed 
out on the field, disassembled, crated, 
uncrated, boxed, and shipped to Rn- 
tish South West Africa where it is 
now on the docks awaiting for an 
American engineer to show the na- 
tives how to put the damn thing to- 
gether. 

So what do we do? Cancel the 
order for two nuts? Now to issue w 
cancellation— Oh hell, what's the use !

SCHOOLS 

To the Editor of the Star: 

A number of years ago I supported 
the folks who desired to retain the 
Highland School. Why? Because 
they presented facts that convinced 
me that the school should not be 
abandoned. At the town meeting 
held last Monday night the members 
of the School Committee and others 
presented facts that influenced me I 
that it is for the best interest of the I 
taxpayers and pupils that the school ] 
be abandoned. 

It was erected in the year 187K on I 
land that belonged to the town for : 
years. I grieve with the folks in 
that vicinity in their sorrow, but like j 
the fire steamer, the late Mary Ann. I 
it has become an antique. 

In the year 1857 the Adams School j 
house on Swanton street was erect- j 
ed. In 1863 this school house was 
enlarged and in 1 875 the Adams! 
School house was vacated. TheCha- 
pin School was erected in 1*7.". A 
number of years ago the Chapin I 
School was abandoned. The children 
were transferred to a so-called modern 
school, namely the Lincoln School. 

Some of the efficient school teachers 
in Winchester are graduates of the 
Adams and Chapin Schools on Swan- 
ton street. The children who resided 
in the Highland School district at- 
tended the Adams School. 

By the way. Mr. Editor, the town 
sold the Adams School to Sumner 
Richardson, who erected Lyceum Hall 
in 1831, He removed the school to 
his land where the central fire sta- 
tion is now located. It was his home 
for a number of years. 

Years ago Mr. Richardson's heirs 
and others -old the former Adams 
School to the town in order that the 
taxpayers could erect the Central 
Fire Station. At the present time we 
have the Highland School on High- 
land avenue, the Mystic School on Ba- 
con street, the Prince School lot on 
llix street: we sold the Chapin School 
and the fire escape -

Continuing, he stated that the dis- 
tance the children now attending the 
Highland School will have to go to the 
Lincoln building is much greater than 
it appears on the map, and as these 
are young children their mothers 
must go with them, taking much 
time as many mother? of the High- 
land District have no cars. 

He urged the meeting to grant the 
request of the Precinct I parents 
to keep the school open, claiming they 
are not asking for anything except 
•what they have had for a long time. 

In closing he told of the difficulty 
he experienced in getting people out 
because of the war and felt that the 



School Committee had chosen this 
year to close the school because their 
action would be doubly hard to fight 
at this time. If the Committee had 
been willing to listen to reason, it 
would not have been necessary to call 
a special town meeting, but since they 
would not it was the only way left 
to those who want the school kept 

open. 

He told the meeting the boys in 
the service are worrying about keep- 
ing the school open and felt it should 
not be closed until after the war when 
the proposed closing- could have de- 
cent consideration and a fair decision. 
He asked the members of other pre- 
cincts to put themselves in the places 
of those in Precinct I who want the 
school kept open and to decide the 
issue in fairness to them since thev

are prevented from doing so by the 
attitude of the School Committee. 

Mrs. Sorokin favored closing the 
school, feeling that conditions in the 
Highland district have been awkward, 
with the youngsters being shuttled 
back and forth between schools. 
Creating an adequate school system 
for Precinct 2 in her opinion necessi- 
tates closing the Hijrhland School 
which is of the Gay Nineties era. 

Conditions at the Lincoln are much 
safer, especially as regards play- 
ground, while at the Lincoln there are 
auditorium, library and facilities fo» 
remedial und special instruction. At 
the Highland there is only hot air heat 
and special tests have to be given in 
the janitor's room while the teachers 
have to devote so much time to "ret- 
ting the small youngsters in and out 
of their snow-suits that the older ones 
in that teacher's split grade do not 
get all the attention they should. 

The School nurse reported no im- 
petigo or tuberculosis at the Lincoln 
though the other schools have some 
eases. Her own boy wanted to go to 
I the Lincoln, she said, because .; is 
nearer than the Washington, because 
they have an assembly hall there for 
plays and more fun, and because he 
is sick of mixed grades. In closing 
she felt that the people of Precinct 2 
can form a particularly strong -chool 
i at the Lincoln if the parents will ^et 
I behind the Parent-Teacher Association 
there. 

Replying to Mrs. Sorokin, Mr. Fish 
stated that she spoke for herself, for 
two neighbors and for no one else in 
Precinct 2. He added that youngsters 
in the first four grades do not need 
assembly halls or to write plays and 
that the parents of the Highland 
School are satisfied that without 
these adjunct- of modern education 
their children, through more close 
teacher attention, are actually get- 
ting a better education in the little 
school they wish to retain. 

Mr. Saltmarsh opened his remarks 
; favoring the retention of the -chool 
I by replying to the criticism of the 
; proponents for opposing the School 
Committee at this time. He contend- 
ed the School Committee could have 
| let the matter alone at this time just 
| as well as the Highland School pa- 
rents and continued by statintr that 
; he personally had never received so 
frosty a reception as that accorded 
: the school proponents when they ap- 
peared before the Committee. 

Among committee statements he 
quoted critically were those stating 
that 350 names on a petition meant 
nothing since anyone would sign a 
petition; that the Committee is not 
interested in property values; and that 
if the Highland School parents want 
to continue the school, why do they 
not buy it and operate it? 

He failed to see where closing a 
third school is i_ r oing to relieve crowd- 
ing in two other buildings and did not 



believe the amount of money saved 
was important when considered with 
the safety of the young children who 
will have to cross dangerous streets 
to go to the Lincoln. He definitely 
believed that the nearness of a school 
can affect property values and felt 
that closing the Highland Building 
will seriously impair such values in 
its vicinity. In fairness to all he 
asked that the school be kept open 
until after the war when everyone 
can have a voice in whatever decision 
is made affecting it. 

In closing he read a letter from 
Rev. R. Mitchell Rushton. pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, favoring the 
retention of the school and stating that 
it should be closed only in a state of 
emergency which in his opinion does 
not now exist. Kxcerpts from anoth- 
er letter were read in which the writ- 
er stated that he would not have 
bought his house had the Highland 
School not been available for his 
youngsters. 

Lt. Saltmarsh, USN, introduced 
himself as an alumnus of the High- 
land School and a perfect refutation 
of Mrs. Sorokin's contention that go- 
ing from school to school is bad for 
youngsters. He shuttled back and 
forth between the Highland. Gifford, 
Prince and Wadleigh Buildings and 
'did so well educationally and waxed 
i so vigorous physically that he skip- 
ped three grades in the process. From 
a personal experience with real estate 
values he felt that at least a 10 per 
cent drop would result from closing 
the school and urged that it be kept 
open at least until the boys return 
from war. 

Professor Borden of the School 
Committee, in remarks that were 
brief and temperate, took exceptions 
as a resident of Precinct 2 to the 
statement that the Committee had not 
been fair with the people of the 
Highlands District, His study of the 
whole redisricting problem had eon- 
I vinced him. he said, that the only pos- 
sible solution of the problem facing 
j the School Committee was to close 
I the Highland School, and with a 
, group of 2(>0 going from the High- 
i land district to the Lincoln, associa- 
tions and school friendships can be 
; maintained. The Committee does not 
want to be unpopular, but it does feel 
right in its redistricting stand an 
urges all Highland School parents to 
go down and get acquainted with and 
help the Lincoln School. 

Mr. Lybeck defended Mrs. Soro- 
kin's right to speak for herself by 
calling attention to the fact that Mr. 
Fish has no children in any of the 
town's schools. He quoted the unani- 
mous opinion of the Assessors th it 
closing the school will not affect near- 
by property values and stated that 
! the Highland School has cor tribute.! 
to overcrowding at the Washingt in 
and Mystic Schools because when the 
voungsters complete their work theiv 



they must go on to either one or the 
other of these buildings. 

Mr. Andrews said the town had 
twice previously voted to keep the 
school open and should again. He 
said furnace hot air never hurt any- 
one, especially last winter, and took 
no stock in the Assessors opinion con- 
cerning devaluation of property val- 



ues. He reminded the meeti 



the 



Water Tower which depreciated val- 
ues and was taken down because the 
whole town had concern for the small 
group whose personal problem it was. 

He also reminded the people of the 
West Side hill district that they 
would soon need a school and might 
be glad of the help of the Highland 
School people in their attempt to get 
it. He said that kids don't need 
marble halls or auditoriums to learn. 
Christ, Sophocles and Abraham Lin- 
coln having gotten along quite well 
without them. Speaking of the <o- 
called "Machine" and its political 
influence, he challenged the votes of 
many town meeting members by say- 
ing they don't dare to vote as thev 
wish. 

He warned the meeting that the 
surest way to win undying hate is to 
try a "noble experiment'' with some 
one else's children and closed advis- 
ing the members to vote to keep the 
school open if they wanted to be fair 
with a group having a purely per- 
sonal problem. 

Mr. Allen favored closing the 
school in the interest of better edu- 
cation. It does not and has not for 
some time fitted into the local edu- 
cational picture, he said. The fact 
that great men have done well in 
humble school- is no argument, and 
the only logical solution to the pres- 
ent over-crowding situation is that 
of the School Committee. He urged 
the meeting to support 'the Com- 
mittee and forget all differences. 

Lt, Saltmarsh reminded the meet- 
ing that after all it was the High- 
land parents who want the school and 
if they wish to expose their children 
to a school that does not conform to 
the ideas of the educational Brain 
Trust, it is their problem. He urged 
the meeting to let the Highlands peo- 
ple have the school. 

Mr. West, reporting for the Finance 
Committee, stated that the Commit- 
tee had faith in the hearts of the 
Highland parents and in the heads of 
the School Committee. Insofar as 
closing the school would save $2000 
the Committee favored it. 

At this point, in response to cries 
for "question", the motion to keep the 
school open was put and lost, -iS to 
93, Then upon the usual motion by 
Mr. Rowe the meeting was dissolved 
at 9.50.

Destruction of the Netherlands oil 
industry on Jap-held Borneo, object ' 
of repeated attack by long-range 1 
American bombers, would affect more \ 
than the fuel supply of Japanese 1 
ships, planes, tanks, and trucks, say.; | 
a bulletin from the National (Jeo- ; 
graphic Society. 

Borneo's crude petroleum is spe- 1 
cially rich in toluene, which the is- 
land supplied in large quantities dur- 
ing the first World War for the I 
manufacture of Tnt, trinitrotoluene. I 

In the production of kerosene fori 
the lamps of Java, the oil was treat- 1 
ed with sulphuric acid. At Halik- ' 
papan, a sulphuric acid factory was 
built large enough to supply all the 
refineries of the Netherlands Indies. 
Sulphuric acid is used in making 
nitroglycerin and other explosives. 

The Netherlands Borneo refineries 
were built at Balikpapan. Petroleum 
was brought in by pipe lines from 
fields up to 80 miles distant, by tank- 
ers and lighters. Crude oil was 
brought from Oram in the .Moluc- 
cas. 

Borneo had the first oil well in the 
Netherlands Indies, and ■'!() years ago 
the island yielded about half the pe- 
troleum produced in the Dutch island 
group. Production on Borneo had 
fallen off recently, but it was still 
in excess of one-fourth of the total 
output of all the Netherlands islands, j 

Borneo has no railways and few I 
roads. The oil wealth of the island j 
had not been fully exploited. In 1940, 1 
exports of American oil-drilling ma- j 
ehinery to the Netherlands Indies ex- 
ceeded a million dollars worth. In 
the past decade Japan had tried to 
obtain oil concessions on Borneo. 

Batavia announced in January. 
1942 that the oil fields and refineries 
of Balikpapan had been set on fire, 
but the extent of the damage was un- 
known. Borneo oil wells were shal- 
low, and the invaders could easily 
have restored the fields to produc- 
tion. 

Balikpapan has been the principal 
objective of the 2500-mile bomber 
flights of American airmen. It is 
just south of the Equator, a city of 
13,000 population on Borneo's east 
coast. Europeans lived in a special 
section called Blandesan. Thousands 
of coolies employed in the oil indus- 
try lived along a near-by bay. Chi- 
nese and Arabs were numerous among 
Belikpapan merchants. The city had 
a radio station, and direct cable con- 
nection with several of the islands.

The setup of the mobile Machine 
Records Unit, headed by Capt. Howe, 
consists of four (JI vans, placed so as 
i" form a cross with a platform pas- 
sage way connecting them. These 
house the machines that do the work. 
One mahine may sort oblong person- 
nel cards in any fashion; by rank, al- 
phabetically, by army or civilion vo- 
cation, by serial number, or any other 
way desired by the inquirer. Don't 
try to figure out how the machines 
work. It's enough to know what they 
actually do. 

<bie used extensively by the FBI 
for sifting finger-print cards can sort 
amParrange 100 card- in one minute 
in any order desired. Another re- 
sembling a giant typewriter can list 
the name, rank, serial number and 
classification of every member in 
whole units within several minutes. 
The personnel cards are inserted in 
one slot, the whole machine starts in 
motion, and the information on the 
cards is printed on a master sheet 
which runs off a mamouth typewriter 
roller. It is believed that this ma- 
chine is the only really "automatic 
printing-press.'' 

The job of the MRU in one area, 
i for instance is to prepare strength 
; and personnel reports of all outfits 
from material sent in by unit person- 
nel officers. It also gather;; and com- 
piles locator cards for the GHQ per- 
sonnel office and for the post office's 
army directory service. Alphabetical 
lists of all military personnel who 
have passed through the area with 
the APO numbers are dispatched to 
APOs daily. 

Under Capt. Howe are two lieuten- 
ants and a technical sergeant, head- 
ing a 24 hour staff which must keep 
the machines supplied with the food 
id" reports, statistics and facts. Two 
years at a minimum is required to in- 
struct and train the operators; most 
are graduates of a course conducted 
by the International Business Ma- 
chines. 

Typical of the problems confront- 
ing the staff was a request for script 
writers, recently received. Within 
several minutes cards were inserted 
in the pick-and-choose robot and sev- 
en experts were located. Linguists, 
plumbers, boiler-makers and any num- 
ber of specialized professionals can 
be pulled from the file cabinets by 
the automatic fingers of the machines. 

It is the boast of Capt. Howe's unit 
that its experts can locate and place 
any man who has ever been in the 
area in a matter of seconds, and any- 
one which has asked them for infor- 
formation will bear out this state- 
ment, strong as it may seem.

Salerno developed as the port for 
fertile farmlands surrounding the ci- 
ty, producing grains, fruits, wines 
and olive oil. It had factories for 
processing agricultural products, in- 
cluding macaroni establishments and 
tanneries; also mills for the spinning. | 
weaving and printing of cotton cloth. | 
Several railroads from the hinter- 
land converge on the port, which al- 
so ha* good highways leading inland, 
both to the north and to the east. 

A mole runs in three directions \ 
through the open bay to afford pro- 
tection to shipping. Some 200 ships' 
normally entered the port each year. 

Old enough historically, Salerno 
traditionally claims an age greater 
than most other communities. Le- 
gend has it that the city was founded 
by a son of Noah.

Operators at Police Stations 

The AWVS offers assignments to 
the Women's Bureau of the Police 
Department where one meets every 
problem from deserted babies to al- 
ley fights. It is the operator who 
calls the patrol wagon, the ambulance, 
or. if need be. the riot squad. "High 
praise has been given our women, 
especially by ("apt. Rhoda Milliken." 
Mrs. Cox said. 

Another direct contact with the 
problems of war is made by the 
operators who work for Recreation 
Services of the War Hospitality Com- 
mittee at Pennsylvania avenue and 
9th street. This is the clearing house 
for service clubs and is open from !> 
to 5 daily. The YWCA has also 
called on AWVS for switchboard 
operators and for more than a year 
the Civilian Defense Volunteer Of- 
fice used AWVS members on their 
switchboard. Other interesting as- 
signments are open, some of which, 
for reasons of Government policy, 
cannot be publicized. 

The AWVS is ready to train se- 
lected women who are or will become 
members of the organization. In 
charge of training is Mrs. Cox. who 
was trained by a graduate of the 
telephone company's instruction 
course. AWVS training is free and 
requires attendance at two classes, a 
total of six hours. Those who wish 
outside assignments are then given 
concentrated practice until they are 
proficient. Usually a short period of 
observation on the outside detail fol- 
lows. A number of women who have 
access to apartment, hotel, or office 1 
switchboards have obtained further 
practice by relieving the regular 
operators.

American 
occupation of Veils Lavella stands out 
as a dramatic jump move over the 
Japanese base of Kolombangara. 

Vella Lavella is about 15 miles 
northwest of the outflanked volcanic 
isle of Kolombangara. -ays the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. Between 
35 and -40 air miles northwest of still 
embattled New Georgia Island, it is 
well over halfway along the loosely- 
linked Solomons' chain. 

Reefs Hamper Landings 



Discovery of a new oil field in Azer- 
baijan increases the resources of the 
Soviet state, already a world leader 
in petroleum production with its fa- 
mous Baku deposits. Baku's oil in- 
dustry was the goal of Hitler's 
thwarted drive into the Caucasus. 

The Azerbaijan Republic, slightly 
larger than South Carolina, fronts the 
Caspian Sea and is next door to Iran 
(Persia), says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. Its capital, Baku, about 
the size of St. Louis, is outranked on- 
ly by Moscow, Leningrad. Kiev and 
Kharkov. 

On Both Sides of Range 

Azerbaijan has increased its oil out- 
out yearly. The new find is expect- 
ed to be second in quality and quantity 
• oily to the field at Baku. 

Usually named as one of the three 
Soviet Transcaucasian Republics, 
Azerbaijan actually lies athwart, not 
wholly beyond, the lofty mountain 
range dividing Europe and Asia. Ba- 
ku almost straddles the range where 
t drops from sight under the Cas- 
pian Sea. Flat, arid Apsheron Penin- 
sula, site of the Baku field, is the be- 
low-sea level end of the snow clad 
range ranked as Europe's hig"hest. 

The Republic has about three roil- 
on dwellers, most of whom are Azer- 
baijanians, a Turkish people of Mo- 
lammedan faith. Excepting Baku the 
Duntry is rural and backward. Rea- 
. >tis are the intense summer heat, and 
lack of rain. Much progress has been 
made in recent years in irrigation and

"Well," says Gabriel Heatter, well- 
known radio commentator, in one of 
his broadcasts, "in so far as it af- 
fects me personally, it won't ever be 
any great problem.

"There is still enough food wasted 
in any hundred restaurants in any 
large city to feed all the nation's 
dogs, a good many children who 
ought to have more, too. No, take 
my food, take all you need, but leave 
me my dog and I'll get by."

Boys A^ked to Help Harvesting 

The Fellsland Council comprising 
Medford, Winchester, Stoneham and 
Woburn are recruiting a full troop of 
:{2 boys and adult leadership to par- 
ticipate in the harvesting of Maine's 
potato crop. 

Mr. Charles L. Xoyes. assistant 
Scout Executive of the Council, has 
been given a month's leave of absence 
to head up the Fellsland Council dele- 
gation to Aroostook County. Maine. 
The boys comprising this contingent 
will leave this area about the 12th or 
11th of September and return approx- 
imately the middle of October. The 
boys will go t" Maine as a local dele- 
gation and will be encamped in a 
Grange Hall or a school building and 
will be served their meals by pro- 
fessional cooks daily. The boys will 
put in about nine hours including the 
time out for meals and traveling to 
and from the potato fields 

It is estimated that the New Eng- 
land delegation of Scouts, about 
20(10 strong, will pick enough pota- 
toes (luring their one month stay in 
the county to feed better than 1,500,- 
000 soldiers for a year. 

The people who in normal years 
have been picking the potato crop 
are now either in the aimed service 



or have moved out of the potato area 
to a more industrial area. 

The delegation made up of boys 
from Fellsland Council will pick 
enough potatoes during their month's 
stay to take care of some 35,000 sol- 
diers for an entire year. This cer- 
tainly is a worthwhile gesture on the 
part of our local Scouts. The boys 
themselves will earn some money in 
nicking these potatoes and will pay 
for their board am! room out of their 
earnings. This would still provide 
some money when they return home 
here to their native quarters once 
again. Transportation is being pro- 
vided by the United States Govern- 
ment from their home direct to the 
potato country and back again to 
their home. Entertainment is being 
provided by the Boston and Maine 
Railroad and during their extra free 
period of time in the evenings there 
will be special features arranged by 
the Scout in charge of a Regional 
and National basis.

YOU AND OLD WASTE PAPER 



Once again, there's a very urgent 
need for waste paper. Mills convert 
it into paper board which is replacing 
scarce tin plate and wood for all 
kinds of Army. Navy and Lend-Lease 
containers. And in many other ways 
it is going directly into war use. 

The famous emergency K-Ration 
for our soldiers, carried into battle, 
is packed in paper board boxes made 
largely of waste paper. (If your boy 
is in the Army, he can tell you what 
a K-Ration box means when he is 
hungry for food.) 

Everyone in Winchester is asked to 
save paper of all kinds. There are 
four main grades which should be 
packed separately, namely: 

1. Magazines. 

2. Newspapers. 

3. Corrugated cases, brown b«gs 
and brown wrapping paper. 

4. All other kinds mixed together, 
including cereal and grocery cartons, 
etc. Pack these in some kind of a con- 
tainer so they will not blow all over 
the streets when being carried away. 

Flatten out any boxes by cutting 
the corners so they will pack in the 
least bulk. 

There should be enough waste pa- 
per in Winchester each week to keep 
a moderate sized mill running one 
day. We hope you will do your part.

For years the tragic results of the 
expansion of food-producing acreage 
during World War I has haunted 
American agriculture. Every farm- 
er, as a matter of patriotism, inter- 
rupted his rotation of crops to pro- 
duce food and more food for our 
armies and our Allies. Now again 
in World War II, to feed our soldiers 
and our Allies and to serve the spe- 
cial demands of war industry, we 
are dislocating our normal produc- 
tion as a matter of patriotic service. 

It seems plain that by the end of 
this war American farms will have 
created a tremendous surplus pro- 
duction power which ordinary peace- 
time requirements will not absorb. 
By the end of 1945! our overall 
average increase production over 
the average for the last 10 years will 
be more than 21 per cent. How then 
can American agriculture side-step 
a post-war farm tragedy even worse 
than that following World War I? 
Experiments in Rubber and Other 
Products. 

Our Government is now experi- 
menting with domestic sources for 
rubber. Some sixty thousand acres 
are devoted to the production of 
guayule and its possibilities as a 
source of domestic r ' her. Emer- 
gency plants for the production of 
thousands of tons of synthetic rub- 
ber from oil and alcohol are now 
springing into production. 

We have learned how to make pa- 
per from slash pine and starch from 
potatoes. We are learning how to 
raise medicinal herbs which we for- 
merly imported. 

Denied the use of kapok which we 
imported from the East Indies and 
used in life preservers, we have dis- 
covered that the floss from milk- 
weed makes better life preservers 
than kapok ever did. Factories have 
been built and several thousand 
acres are now devoted to raising 
milkweed intensively. 

Already we are producing tung oil 
successfully. Thousands of acres 
will be needed before we can supply 
even our present domestic market. 

Luckily, we have at hand the Na- 
tional Farm Chemurgic Council, 
an organization of research chem- 
ists from our several industries 
who compare notes and gain new 
enthusiasm in the research for new 
uses of old crops and new crops 
which can be cultivated in America. 
Our government has established re- 
gional research laboratories. 

.More than fifteen thousand differ- 
ent kinds of plants grow in the nat- 
ural state in the United States. We 
use less than three hundred of these 
plants. Farm chemurgy will not be 
complete, nor the post-war problem 
of agriculture solved until every 
plant is re-examined in the light of 
modern science and made to serve 
its part in contributing to the com- 
fort, happiness and security of our 
America of the future. 

A Plan That Deserves Support. 

The United States Senate is con- 
sidering a plan which will require 
the use of 20 per cent of war profits 
during the war for the purchase of 
Recovery Bonds by each company 
in order to have available the nec- 
essary cash to quickly change their 
business and industrial plants back 
to peace-time activities at the close 
of the war and to adjust the employ- 
ment of their normal number of fac- 
tory workers. 

This percentage of war profits 
could also be used in a broad plan 
of research by industrial chemists 
to develop new uses for products of 
the farm by our domestic industry. 
If our industry has the knowledge 
and the money in hand to convert 
an all-out war effort to peacetime 
production, maintain employment 
and launch the new products discov- 
ered by science, we have a reason- 
able chance to absorb our farm sur- 
plus even in the post-war period. 

Depression hit our rural areas 
longer and harder than our indus- 
trial areas. Our hope for the securi- 
ty, happiness and prosperity of Rur- 
al America is at stake. If we can 
develop this practical plan for tak- 
ing care of our surplus in the after 
war period, we can go forward un- 
afraid in an all-out production effort 
for the winning of this war and in 
providing the food necessary for 
starving people in the after war pe- 
riod. We will know that we hava 
provided an ever-expanding Amer- 
ica with new crops and new uses. 
Worth thinking about.

fighting honor of their and our nation. 
And they saved it when all was close 
to being lost. What we mean i, that 
the .laps all but took back the island 
--for days on end after the first land- 
ings, the marines clung by their 
teeth to only a short strip of beach, 
abutting what they named Henderson 
Field, appropriately and symbolically 
named for Brig. Gen. Archibald Hen- 
derson, who was the Commandanteia 
of the Marine Corps continuously for 
39 years. 

Lt. Gen. Alexander Vandegrift 
hung on, too, and his wonderful offi- 
cers and men stuck with him. The 
never-say-die general has stated that 
the preparations for the Guadalcanal 
landings were hurried. It may be in- 
ferred that the supports for those ma- 
I rines. tirst ashore, did not arrive a« 
soon as was hoped for. (No fault to 
| anyone. ) 

1 It was a desperate spot for our ma- 
rines in that jungle, where everything 
living and dead looked like everything 
else. We have been told by a return- 
j ing Army officer: "In the jungle 
: everything looks like everything else 
-just a lot of green leaves ami boles 
' between them." 

Old Admiral Roe foretold what the 
■ marines would do — wherever they 
1 might be fighting for Cod and coun- 
try. He said: "The marines will bo 
faithful to you even though they he 
neglected and abused." 

The" Guadalcanal 1'. S. Marines 
were faithful, as he said, even though 
they might seem to have been n»£. 
lected as the fortunes of war worked 
out then. 

Be proud as you will for our men 
at Valley Forge, at Gettysburg on 
both sides, at San Juan Hill, at Bel- 
leau Wood, and at the Marne — but 
when Americans think, as they often 
should, of the U. S. marines on Gua- 
dalcanal, the least we can do is to say 
a prayer for the repose of their souls. 



Yes. folks, we'll admit we were a 
bit tired when you saw us pull into 
the Town Hall last Monday evening. 
Our summer uniforms looked as 
though they had been through 8 war. 
Well, theoretically they had. for at 7 
a. m. the previous Saturday. of our 
members in command of 1st Lt. Hen- 
ry A. L»eliicker (in the absence of 
Capt. Le-iie A. Tucker I assisted by 
2nd Lt. Ernes: K. Duckworth, left the 
Town Hal! by convoy for St. Mark's 
School, Southboro, where they joined 
200 other State Guardsmen under the 
command of Major Harold V. Farns- 
worth of Winchester, in an intensive 
three days of army life. 

The three days were spent in study- 
ing and practicing those things an 
infantry soldier must know if he goes 
into actual battle -scouting, patroling. 
traveling by compass, not to men- 
tion covering many hundreds of feet 
up the side of a mountain on your 
belly with a 5 lb. smoke bomb in one 
hand and your rifle in the other, look- 
ing for the enemy and yet trying not 
to be seen by him. This, together with 
classroom work, living in tents and 
cooking our meals in the open on ar- 
my field ranges, all helped to give Us 
some idea how to handle ourselves if 
called into service to defend our state, 
and our country, against any enemy 
action whatever, and it is our opin- 
ion that every man who was there, is 
now a better soldier. 

Our Commander-in-Chief, Governor 
Leverett Saltonstall, has opened the 
ranks of the Massachusetts State 
Guard to include young men down to 
the age of 17. This now makes it 
possible for any man 17 to 50 to en- 
list in the Winchester State Guarc 
Company. An intensive recruiting 
campaign will be conducted thi- 
month, culminating on the 26th. The 
I Governor, as Commander-in-Chief has 
| designated the week of Sept. 1!* to 
Sept, 25 as State Guard Week and the 
Winchester Company will, during that 
week, do its part to bring the State 
Guard to the attention of the people 
of Winchester.

STROMBOLl'S CAPTURE 



Gives Allies Two-Thirds of Ita'y's 
"Volcanic Axis" 



In capturing Stromboli. Italian isle 
between Sicily and the mainland, the 
U. S. Navy has bagged one of the 
world's most consistently active vol- 
canoes, says the National Geographic 
Society. Rarely dangerous, the erup- 
tions continue in a subdued fashion 
night and day, with an "Old-Faith- 
ful" normalcy that causes wonder 
i*'t not fear. The inhabitants culti- 
vate their crops on three sides of the 
actual crater, avoiding only the north- 
west side where lava spray and rock 
sho<vers from the continual explosions 
tumble into the sea. 

An oddity is the fact that Mt. Et- 
na, Stromboli and Vesuvius, Europe's 
most active volcanoes, lie in a direct 
line. No doubt this geologic axis was 
formed by some prehistoric upheaval 
and is responsible for the many ruin- 
ous earthquakes, tidal waves and 
eruptions with which southern Italy 
have been visited throughout history. 
With Stromboli's capture, two-thirds 
of this Axis is in Allied hands. 

Mariners have used Stromboli for 
thousands of years as a lighthouse 
and barometer. By judging the plume 

: above the crater, sailors predicted 
changes of temperature and wind. 

1 Probably for this reason the isle was 
regarded as the abode of Aeolus, god 
of the winds. It was here that Ulys- 

i ses stopped and asked Aeolus to bind 
in a great bag all the bad winds. 
Named for Wind God 
This mythological reference gave 
the island group which includes 
Stromboli its name. Aeolian Isles 
ilsole Eolie). They are also called 
the Lipari Isles after Lipari. the 
largest of the seven islands com- 
prising the group. Lipari also was 
taken by an Allied Naval landing 
party. 

Stromboli. eight square miles in ex- 
tent, supports about :1000 inhabitants. 
Wines, wheat, barley, cotton, currants 
and figs are raised. The largest of 
' three small towns is San Vincenzo. 
| on the northeast coast. 

Lipari has nearly treble the area 
and population of Stromboli. In its 
large town of Lipari live 5600 inhabi- 
tants. The island exports pumice- 
stone, currants. Malmsey wine and 
figs. The village of Canneto. on the 
east coast north of Lipari town, is 
the center >>f the pumice industry, a 
substance of volcanic origin. It sup- 
plies nearly all Europe with the white 
cleansing and polishing ajrent. A 
small mountain of pure pumice be- 
hind the town. Monte Bianca, jrleams 
as though covered with snow. 

Though volcanic in origin. Lipari 
has been without eruptions for cen- 
turies. Steam jets and theimal 
waters from underground have been 
visited since Greek times as a cure 
for disease. The Isle of Vulcano. just 
south of Lipari. is the only Aeoliar. 
island besides Stromboli containing 
active craters.

Austria is no longer safe from Al- 
lied bombs, L'. S. airmen who raided 
Wiener Neustadt, near Wien (Vien- 
na), served notice that the Nazi plan 
of war industry dispersal to areas in 
central Europe must take account of 
air attack. The Liberators of the 
9th Air Force that pounded the giant 
Messerschmitt plant were presum- 
ably based on the Bengasi-Derna 
hump of North Africa. 1HM) miles 
from their target. 

Situated in a valley 30 miles south 
of Vienna, Wiener Neustadt (New 
Vienna) is a railroad center on the 
main line from the Austrian capital 
to Trieste, Italian seaport on the 
Adriatic, says the National Geo- 
graphic Society. It has lotur been an 

industrial town. Although it had 
sights, pre-war tourists were advised 
to Spend little time there, in view 
of the city's predominant industrial 
character. 

A concrete arch commemorating 
President Wilson's "14 Points" in- 
terested pre-Anschluss A m e r t c a n 
visitors. Europe's oldest Alpine rail- 
way, built 1848-54, ran 16 miles south 
of the town, over SemmeriiiK Pass. ; 
Mountains and minearl waters made 
the area a resort almost a century 
ago. 

Old, Hut With Younie Ideas 

Founded in 1192, Wiener Neustadt 
was modern iti appearance. It was 
almost completely rebuilt in 18o4 ut- 
ter a ruinous fire. Then came loco- 
motive and railroad works, machinery 
factories, textile and leather plants. 
The airplane factory, reported to turn 
out one-third of Germany's Messer- 
schmitts. was built in 1940 with the 
hope of putting it beyond the reach 
of Allied bombers. 

Pre-war population was about 
38,000. A canal connected the city 
with Vienna and the Danube River. 
Textiles were normally exported to 
Romania. 

A list of potential Austrian targets 
might include Vienna, site of a Far- 
benindustrie nitrogen syndicate plant 
and point of evacuation for thousands 
of bombed-out Germans; Innsbruck, a 
short distance north of the Brenner 
Pass on the railway connecting Ger- 
many and Italy; Klajjenfurt, railway 
transfer point for German soldiers 
being sent to the newly occupied Is- 
trian area of Italy: and numerous 
small cities where Nazi industry ha.- 
been relocated since 1939.

As Rome. Berlin and other Axis 
strongholds become potential additions 
to the war's list of so-called open ci- 
', tip«, certain questions persist. What 
is an open city? What basis is there 
for it in international agreements on 
the laws of war? What examples of 
the open city can be named? A Na- 
tional Geographic Society bulletin 
sheds light on these questions. 

Specific reference to or definition 
of open city is not found in the laws 
of war. The present conception of the 
term issues from one of the many 
restraints imposed on belligerents by 
agreement among the 44 nations -bar- 
ing in the second Hague Peace Con- 
ference. 1907. That order forbade a 
nation at war to destroy or seize the 
enemy's property, unless such destruc- 
tion or seizure be imperatively de- 
manded by the necessities of war; to 
attack or bombard towns, villages, ha- 
bitations or buildings which are not 
defended. 

Bulcs Are Rubbery 

As with all rules of war. this fore- 
runner of today's unwritten agreement 
regarding open cities invited inter- 
pretations to fit individual cases. In 
1014 Germany used the fact that the 
1907 prohibition had not been sup- 
ported by all belligerents as ground 
for regarding it as void. After World 
War 1. attempts to reach a written 
agreement on the principle involved 
were unsuccessful. 

The great physical difficulties of 
dismantling all defenses, war indus- 
tries, transportation and communica- 
tion facilities make it almost impos- 
sible to qualify a large city, such as 
London. Berlin or Rome, for recogni- 
tion by the enemy as an open city in 
the short time which war circum- 
stances allow. 

Perhaps the best example of a test 
of the Hague 1007 agreement was the 
clearing of Manila ordered by General 
MacArthur on Dec. 26, 1941. Defenses 
and military stores were withdrawn 
or destroyed, but the Japanese refused 
to accept the open city designation 
and severely bombed the city. 
Pretexts Served Germans 
On May 14. 1940, the Netherlands 
armies except those on the Zeeland 
Peninsula, were ordered by their com- 
mander-in-chief to lay down their 
arms to prevent further bloodshed and 
annihilation. A few hours later the 
center of Rotterdam was heavily 
bombed in an apparent German viola- 
tion of the agreement, hut the action 
was explained away by the Germans 
as a delay in getting notification of 
the surrender to the leaders of the 
Nazi air raid. 

A month later Nazi armies march- 
ed into undefended Paris. The French 
had declared their capital an open ci- 
ty the preceding day. but under the 
circumstance- the Hague 1007 agree- 
ment cannot be clearly credited for 
the city's survival. 

In 1041. King Peter's Yugoslavian 
Government voided Prince Paul's ca- 
pitulation to the Nazis and attempted 
to hold to neutrality. Anticipating 
German air attack, on April 4 it de- 
clared Belgrade, Zagreb and Ljublja- 
na to be open cities. Two days later 
10,000 civilians were dead among 
Belgrade's ruins. 

Immediately the Germans began a 
campaign which led to the destruction 
of many Greek cities and the fall of 
Athens. Athens was spared the fate 
of other Greek cities, a consideration 
due possibly to British warning that 
Rome would be bombed in reprisal.

FOLLOWING the invasion and the liberation of 
Axis-held countries members of the United Nations 
are now setting up food supplies to feed Europe's 
hungry populations. Canada has already entered into 
an agreement with the Belgian Government in Lon- 
don to deliver 7,000.000 bushels or 200,000 tons of 
wheat on request when all or pan of Belgium is 
liberated 

Canada has given to Greece 5.476.21 1 bushels of 
wheat As a gift of the Canadian people fifteen thous- 
and tons of wheat go regularly to that country every 
month. In addition, the Dominion has extended a 
$10,000,000 credit to Russia covering purchases of 
Canadian wheat and flour. 



Other countries will draw upon the Dominion's 
huge surplus which is now close to 800,000.000 bushels 
as a result of the heaviest crop in Canadian history 
in 1942—592,700,000 bushels— and another large crop 
in 1941; but much wheat is needed in wartime and 
will be required even more urgently in the post-war 
period. 

The gross value of Canadian agricultural produc- 
tion, estimated at more than 12,000,000,000 in 1942, 
has reached its highest point since 1919. The war 
has been the means of showing what Canadian and 
American farmers can do in the way of record- 
shattering production when given the "fall

Every American knows that the 
manufacture of automobiles has 
ceased for the duration of the war. 

The great automobile industry 
which in 1940 produced and sold 
more than 3'2 million cars, has been 
re-tooled to produce airplanes, guns, 
tanks and munitions of war. Where 
will these companies get the money 
necessary to resume the manufac- 
ture of automobiles when the war 
is ended? 

The automobile industry happens 
to be important, and there are thou- 
sands of smaller industries which 
will also face the same problem. 
. What will the millions of workers 
do when the demand for war ma- 
chines stops? 

What will happen to the domestic 
market for farm products when 
those millions of war workers no 
longer have jobs? 

The stage seems set for an even 
worse depression after World War II 
than we suffered after World War I 
unless right now we start to plan 
about these surpluses. 

It is comforting to learn that Con- 
gress is now considering some plan 
to prevent, or at least to ease, any 
after-the-war depression. 

War Profits for Peace-Time 
Recovery. 

The best plan seems to contem- 
plate the dedication of a portion of 
war profits for the purpose of provid- 
ing industry with the ready cash on 
hand to quickly change to peace- 
time activity and thus lessen the 
shock to manufacturing and agri- 
cultural surpluses when the war is 
ended. 

A Recovery Bond program has 
been suggested whereby each in- 
dustry, big and little, will be re- 
quired to invest at least 20 per cent 
of its war profits in Recovery Bonds 
which do not bear interest until the 
war is ended and which cannot be 
sold by the purchaser until peace is 
declared. 

Such a plan would build, at the 
rate of almost a billion dollars a 
year, a huge recovery reserve to 
convert war industries to peace pro- 
duction, launch new products and 
maintain employment. It would 
place this reserve immediately and 
automatically in the hands of those 
businesses and industries with the 
greatest after-the-war needs. 

The moment peace is declared the 
"time lock" automatically releases 
this recovery reserve, the bonds be- 
come negotiable and begin to draw 
interest. Purchasers holding them 
will then treat them like any other 
Government bonds, to be sold or 
used to borrow money. There would 
be no waiting for a post-war Con- 
gressional appropriation, no red 
tape, and no delay in launching the 
business and industry offensive that 
may turn threatened depression into 
unrivaled prosperity. 

The plan is simple, practical and 
fair. 

During late years science and re- 
search have discovered many new- 
uses for present major farm crops 
and many new crops which can be 
used in industry. A plan of this 
cuaracter places immediately in the 
lands of industry the resources 
which can be used to finance furth- 
er research and to plan for the con- 
version of surplus crops, surplus 
factory buildings and the employ- 
ment of war workers in new and 
useful enterprises whenever this 
war shall cease and normal peace- 
time industry, business and agricul- 
ture shall be resumed. 

This problem deserves the thought- 
ful consideration of every American. 
If we can have the assurance of rea- 
sonable security in the after-the-war 
recovery period we can throw our- 
selves into an all-out effort to win 
the war and feel that by so doing 
we have secured "the blessings of 
i;berty to ourselves and our poster- 
ity."

In a recent advertisement signed ! 
by a well-known business concern, 
this statement appeared: "My boss 
has 14 Grand tied up in me." 

What that slangy use of words 
meant was that the average em- 
ployee in industry represents a capi- 
tal investment— in property, plant, 
machinery and equipment— of $14,- 
000. In other words, labor has jobs 
only when some business man, or 
group of investors, puts up the 
money necessary for the creation of 
jobs. 

It was well said recently, by a 
student of economics, that men in 
governmental authority too often 
forget that while the rights of work- 
ers are being considered, the owner 
of the tools used by workers must 
also have some consideration. 

After this war is over, the plants 
now devoted to military needs must 
be re-converted to peace-time activ- i 
ity; must be re-tooled for the kind 
of production they were engaged in i 
when it became necessary to tool 
up for war. Labor will expect peace- ( 
time jobs then, but somebody must 
provide the money for re-converting 
and re-tooling. That money cannot | 
be forthcoming unless enough profits 
or capital can be stored up to meet 
such requirements.

It became 
necessary to close "for the duration*' 
when the present owner. Hugn J. 
Krskine, Jr.. son of one of the found- 
ers of the business entered the Army 
Mr. Erskine volunteered some time 
ago and was called Sept. ■'>. leaving 
for Fort Devens on that date. 

The Erskiue firm was one of the 
pioneer furniture moving concerns in 
this district. The date of the found- 
ing of the business isn't known exact 
ly, but it was several years before 
1885 when the present owner's fath- 
er. Hugh J. Erskine. was running the 
firm with his brother. W. I). Krskine, 
under the name of Erskine Brothers. 

The partnership continued unti'j 
1012 when Hugh assumed full control 
of the business which he continued 
under his own name, H. J. Erskin,-. 
The new owner was one of the first 
to see the possibilities of motor trans- 
portation in furniture moving and in 
1913 bought the first motor true! 
owned in Winchester. 

In 102") Mr. Erskine's son. then IT,

Mr. Abbott came to Winchester af- 
ter his marriage to Grace R. San- 
ford of Randolph. Vt., in 1896. A na- 
tive of Berwick. Me., he was grad- 
uated from Dartmouth College and 
Harvard Law School. While at Dart- 
mouth he was a member of the Phi 
Beta Kappa honorary scholastic fra- 
ternity. I'si Upsilon. ( »isque and 
Gauntlet senior honorary society, and 
an outstanding baseball player, cap- 
taining the team of 1891. 

In 1895 he commenced the practice 
of law in Boston with Solomon Lin- 
coln, continuing his association with 
him until Mr. Lincoln's death. Re- 
maining in the same offices at 53 
State street, he associated himself 
with other lawyers, forming the firm 
of Abbott. Drew, Rogerson and <"arr 
which after a number of years of 
practice became a year ago Abbott. 
Rogerson and Carr. of which Mr. Ab- 
bott was at the time of his death 
senior partner. 

His high integrity, sound judg- 
ment and ability in his profession 
gradually brought him into a position 
of prominence at the bar while the 
warmth of his personality and capaci- 
ty to enjoy friendships endeared him 
to all with whom he was at all in- 
timately associated. 

He was chiefly instrumental in 
founding the Winchester Country 
Club, was one of the original incor- 
porators and held office in the club 
from its inception, serving as presi- 
dent for more than 25 years. He also 
served as president of the Dartmouth 
Club of Boston and of the Dartmouth 
Alumni Association. He was a mem- 
ber of the Union Club and of the 
Curtis Club.

Capt. Paul R. Heineman, USN, of 
In Hillside avenue was presented the 
Legion of Merit Medal at brief but

John Rogers of Newton, recently re- 
turned from Glasgow, Scotland, was 
in Winchester over the past week- 
end, visiting his brother, Police Chief 
William H. Rogers of Grayson road.

The Germans 
straffed the town and left it in ruins 
but missed the dock where the Queen 
Elizabeth was being constructed. 

Mr. lingers returned from Glasgow 
in May. One hour after he pulled 
out of Glasgow, one of his twin sons 
arrived there en route to Africa. The 
other is an aviator in the Pacific. Mr. 
Rogers himself has now enlisted in 
the Seabees with a chief's rating. He 
expects soon to be commissioned and 
shipped to the Pacific for active duty.

The com- 
mendation is for "heroic action in the 
rescue of several men from a tor- 
pedoed British ship." Mr. Hyde visit- 
ed his brother and sister in Winches- 
ter last week-end, but with chara:- 
teristic modesty said nothing about 
the honor which had come to him, 
his family first learning of bis cita- 
tion through newspapermen. 

Mr. Hyde has < Iu . n t 22 years in the 
Merchant Marine. In the spring of 
1042 he sailed from New York on a 
convoy for Russia, but on a night in 
March his ship was attacked by ene- 
my airplanes and all aboard were 
forced to take to the boats. The next 
day they were taken aboard a Briti-h 
corvette which, however ran out . f 
fuel. 

Breaking through ice to reach the 
corvette another British ship took the 
crew aboard but only a day later the 
rescue ship was blown up by a Na- 
zi torpedo. Of the 62 men aboard 
only 41 reached the two lifeboats, sev- 
eral being saved through Mr. Hyde's 
quick work and cool judgment. Six- 
teen of the 41 perished before a Rus- 
sian minesweeper rescued the survi- 
vors and landed them at a Russian 
port. 

Mr. Hyde spent nearly three months 
in a Russian hospital, bombed half a 
dozen times by the Germans. He fi- 
nally arrived hack in the United 
States last September and spent 
more than -ix months under treat- 
ment at the Brighton Marine Hospi- 
tal. He lost Id toes and suffered 
many other hardships, hut he is 'still 
optimistic anil hopes for eventual re- 
habilitation. He has undergone sev- 
eral operations designed to give him 
balance on his feet and though he s'lil 
can do but little walking, he has his 
hands, with which he expects to fill 
a useful sphere in life. 

His wife, Leone Hyde, a British 
girl, but an American citizen, has 
joined the WAVES and is now serv- 
ing in England with the rank of lieu- 
tenant.

ax Collector Nathaniel M. Nichols, 
veteran secretary of the Massachu- 
setts Collectors and Treasurers Asso- 
ciation, is seeking a reduction in the 
evening j rate charged for bonding collectors in 
this State, claiming the present rate 
of $10 per $1000 is excessive, Postof- 
fice employees are bonded at the rate 
of $1, or even as low as oOc per $1000 
and the rate for treasurers of State 
cities and towns is only $5. 

Municipalities have paid slightly 
less than $140,000 annually for the 
past three years for collectors' bonds 
despite the fact that losses for that 
period have been from $20,000 to 
$25,000, Mr. Nichols believes in view 
of these figures the rate for collec- 
tors' bonds should be materially re- 
duced, at least to the same rate as 
that charged for treasurers, thereby 
relieving State municipalities of 'a 
substantial financial burden. 

With characteristic thoroughness, 
once he is committed to a course of 
action. Mr. Nichols has been to New 
^ ork to consult the Towner Rating 
Bureau regarding the cost of bonds 
and has also advised with other ex- 
perts in this field, both in and out 
of Massachusetts. He has already 
discussed the matter with the Pres- 
ident of the State Senate and is ar- 
ranging to interview Governor Sal- 
tons-tall to the same end. The Leg- 
islative Committee of the Collectors 
and Treasurers Association is con- 
ferring with the Ways and Means 
Committee of the State Legislature

Winchester High lost a 12-fi decision 
to Framingham last Saturday after- 
noon on the Shore road athletic field 
in the first football game of the sea- 
at j son for both schools. The defeat was 
Winchester's first since the Danvers 
game Oct. 12. 1941. and the first re- 
verse the locals have sustained from 
Framingham since the start of their 
football relations in 1!>40. 

For an opening game last Saturday's 
exhibition was a good one on the part 
of both teams. Framingham. fielding 
1 1 letter players, had a big edge in 
experience over Winchester and this 
greater savvy just about decided the 
ball game, though with better breaks 
here and there the inexperienced lo- 
cals might have won. 

It was the visitors' passing game 
which really decided the issue, and 
yet even with Winchester's poor cov- 
ing Framingham needed a big break 
to score its first touchdown. There 
were only seven seconds remaining 
when Devine completed his pass to 
Soma for a first down on the Win- 
chester 12. Soma was knocked out- 
side just after he made the catch, 
stopping the clock with still enough 
time for one more play. Had he re- 
mained in the field for a few strides 
and then been tackled, time would 
have run out and the scoring play 
couldn't have been pulled off. 

We are not trying to discount Fra- 
mingham's victory. The visitors were 
rocked back on their heels at the start 
of the game by Winchester's ground 
attack, which was mighty impressive 
j for a club without a single experienced 
hack in the lineup, but the veteran 
blue and white clad warriors kept 
their heads, bided their time and came 
hack strongly when the breaks came 
their way, deserving their win in 
every way. 

Winchester made eight first downs 
to six for Framingham. rushing for 
169 yards to 107 for the visitors. 
Each team passed six times, Framing- 
ham completing four for 66 yards and 
a touchdown. Winchester completed 
two passes, one for no gain and one 
for two yards.

Those who have not seen the 1943- 
44 Traveling Show of the Boston Ca- 
mera Club, now on display at the 
library art gallery under the aus- 
pices of the Winchester Art Associa- 
tion, should do so before the closing 
date for the exhibit the end of this 
month. 

The walls of the library are lined 
with large prints, all black and white 
or sepia, covering a wide range of 
subjects and including" some striking 1 
photography. There are many land- 
scapes, some with fine cloud effects 
and a number of unusual shots of 
trees, several having great delicacy 
of design and much atmosphere. 

In sharp contrast are brilliantly 
lighted office buildings seen across a 
stone ballastrade and a small white 
church, nestling in tall trees. Por- 
trait studies include an Indian chief 
in war bonnet and an attractive girl 
whose face is framed in a wide som- 
brero. 

A light-house is shown with its 
huddled lower buildings against a 
cloud-flecked sky and another inter- 
esting shot is that of a train steam- 
ing under a bridge. Human interest 
pictures are a Mexican street vendor 
with two prospective customers, a 
rugged mustached man leading an ox 
team past a low barn-like structure, 
a tiny duckling peering enquiringly 
from under the edge of a dripping 
umbrella and a small tiger kitten fac- 
ing the camera with wide startled 
eyes. 

Among the Latin-world shots is 
that of a narrow street, stretching 
straight ahead between high walled 
buildings and seen from under a 
rounded archway. The perspective in 
this picture is excellent, and there is 
also plenty of atmosphere in the stu- 
dy of a hooded woman toiling slow- 
ly up a steep, stone-paved road 
against a stoned embankment with a 
stucco ballastraded wall in the back- 
ground. 

An unusual photograph is that en- 
titled "An Afternoon Stroll" with its 
warm sun-light filtering through 
the branches of trees lining a narrow 
court-like road walled on both sides. 
Salee's House is another attractive 
study, showing a rambling white farm 
house and buildings with a big leaf- 
less tree in the right foreground.
